Heiaochan, it will be remembered, is the 
headquarters of Yuan Shih-kai ; Lutai of 
General Nich, the Provincial. Commnander- 
in-Chief of Chihli; andChinwang is the new 
headquarters of General Tung Fu-hsiang, 
the conqueror of the Kansu Mahomedans 
in the Inte rebellion there. Tung’s old 

warters were at the Southern Hunting 
rks. 

‘Tae Tientsin vernacular paper Knowén- 

10 states that it was the intention of the 

‘mpress-Dowager to await the rep-rt of 
the joint tribunal trying the case of the 
six inartyrs of the Reform Party before 

ronouncing sentence upon the latter. A 
Bonsor, named"Huang Ruclyite, however, 
presented a secret memorial urging the six 
men’s iminediate decapitation, *‘for,” said 
he, “delays are dangerous. ‘The Foreign 
Ministers in the Cupital will surely’ 
terfern to save these men, they being 
actually in collusion with’ the Foreiga 
Powers, in which caso there would then 
be no chance of striking terror into the 
hwarts of the Reform Party.” The Em- 

ress-Dowager saw the force of this reason- 
ing and s0 before the joint tribunal kad 
even gone ovcr half of the evidenco she 
issued a secret edict to them to lead the 
prisoners forth at once to execution “as 
secretly and quietly as possible, in order 
not to arouse the suspicions of the foreig- 
ners." 

‘Tue ably-edited Kuowénpao of Tientsin 
has the following: It is reported 
mnongst Manchus in Peking that the 
Emprexs-Dowayer has recently bestowed 
upon Tsai Chi, Prince of Tuan, 2nd Order, 
and Prince Tsai Lien, 3rd Order, each a 
sword called the Shang-fang sword, which 
gires the wearer the right to behead any 
person, regardless of rank or dignity, 
without firs’ asking permission from the 
‘Virone, 'Phis is, of course, to guard 
inst sudden signs of treachery and tho 
like, When the Empress Dowager present- 
cd these swords to the two Princes, 
sho gave them the right to behead any 
member of the Imperial chm or officer of 
the Court whom they suspected of treacher- 
‘ous designs against the State, without first 
appealing to her for permission. It is also 
farther reported that these two Princes 
secretly called the Empress-Dowager’s 
atention in August last to the fuct that 
the Einperor was recklessly changii 
customs of their Imperial ancestors 
which threatened to destroy the dynasty, 
aud they appealed to her to take immediate 
steps to take over the reins of power be- 












































fore it was too late. ‘The Einpress-Dowager | At 


is alleged to have mado no reply to the 
Princes ut the time, but she evidently took 
the matter to heart. ‘The bestowal of 
these Shang-fang swords on the Prince of 
‘Pawn and Princo Tsai Lien may therefore 
he considered as a reward for their fidelity 
to the Bmpress-Dowager. Althoush 

Shang-fang sword has been an i 

of ‘he country ever since the ea imes 
of Chineso ‘history it has only been 
betowed once during the pre 
when the Mongol General Sai Shang-& was 
appointed by the late Emperor Hsien 
Feng special Generalissimo of the Imperial 
forces acting against the Taiping rebels. 
‘The present instance is, therefore, the 
sceend since the early part of the seven- 
teenth century. Further, the possession 
of these sivords will render no person's life 
at Peking safe should he be so unlucky as 

















to incur the wrath or enmity of either of 
the two Princes, for by law they eannot be 
called to account for any decapitations 
they may be pleased to make with these 
‘Imperial: Swords.” There is therefore 
indeed a reign of terror amongst Chinese 
in the eapital at the present moment. ~ 
Wrra reference to the Imperial edict 
of the 25th instant, the mame of the 
new Viceroy of the Min-Chd provinces 
dhave been Hsii Ying-kuei aud not 
Hsii Chéng-yi, the ex-Governor of Kuang- 
it will be re. 
membered, was the Chinese President of 
the Board of Rites who, in company with 
is colleagues of that Board, was cashiered 
and dismissed from office on th+ 4th of 
September last by the Emperor, as a 
hment for refusing to hand ‘to his 
\jesty the reform memorial of the junior 
secretary of the Board, Wang Chao. The 
new Viceroy-clect is n native of Canton 
and to his honour be it said was the 
only one of the dismissed officials— 
amongst whom were Li Hung-chang and 
Ching Hsin—who did not, as it is alleged, 
“kowtow in tears before the Empress 
Dowager, praying to be reinstated in oflice.”” 
Asa matter of fact, it is well-known that 
ex-President Hsii ‘left Peking within a 
couple of days of his dismissal determined 
to return home, telling his friends whom 
went to bid good-bye and who asked 
im the reason of his haste, that he was 
“anxious to get away from Peking before 
the enmity ‘of th Empress Dowager 
against. the Emperor becaue supplemented 
by active opposition, when it would then 
be impossible to tell who wero one's friends 
and who unfriends.” When the coup eame 
HE. was actually on his way to Shanghai 
where he remained in close seclusion for a 
fortnight, leaving this for Canton by one of 
the mail steamers about ten days ago. 
When here H.E. told his friends that it 
was his intention to retire into private life 
next year as soon as he had completed 
his seventicth birthday anniversary ; but 
‘circumstances had ordered otherwise and 
he was gind to be n free man again.” 
When asked whether he would” take 
office again if called upon todo so, H.E. 
replied that he was ‘getting too old 
to learn now things and that as "nothing 
can stop reform in China now that 
it has been started he would only be 
getting himself into further trouble were 
he to return to active service and be made 
to do things he did. not understand.” In 
conclusion, it may he stated that although 
a strict conservative H.E. had the wisdom 
to see and the eotirage to acknowledge 
that “the days of consetvatism liad passed 
and that the country would nover be 
satisfied to réturn to the old grooves 
again.” Under the circumstances it is 
therefore possible that, unless put under 
great pressure from Peking, H.E. Hii 
Ying-kuei will decline the proferred honour 
of the Einpress Dowager to be tho next 
Viceroy of the Min-Ché provinces.

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WUHU AND. BRITISH 
ENTERPRISE. 


26th Oct. 
In Mr. T. F. Hughes's most interest- 
ing report on the trade of Wuhu in 
1897 are several paragraphs deserving 
of close. attention” Mn. Hughes 
begins by saying that 1897 was on 
the whole a prosperous year, though 
excessive rains and inundations in- 
jured the. crops in ‘some districts. 
‘Wuhu, depending as it does on a 
cereal which itself depends on the 
weather, is subject to constant fluctua- 
tions and good years are naturally 
followed by less prosperous ones. 
‘These fluctuations apart, Wuhu has 
gone forward very fast; and its trade 
which. amounted to less than four 
million tdcls in 1884, and less than 
six millions ten years ago, was worth 
neatly nine millions net in 1897. Of 
this.. the: British flag’ contributed 
69.6 per cent, the Chinese 26.52, the 
German 3.33, the Norwegian 0.48, 
and the American 0.07. 

‘Mr. Hughes: shows how when one 
door is. closed against the rice of 
Wuhu another opens, and he men- 
tions how. good the crop of wheat was 
and how large the export. Thence 
he passes ;to the export of coal, as to 
which he says :—“ ‘I'he small quanti- 
ty of native coal—793_ tons—which 
figures in our returns represents all 
that. is now left. of the Chihchou 
minés, started 20 years ago with such 
lofty pretensions and such promise of 
success, it being supposed by many 
at that time that they were going to 
have here’ in Central China, on the 
banks of ‘the Yangtze, ,coal mines 
likely:to excel in every way the then 
rising mines of Kaiping in the North. 
‘Phe principal shaft at Chihchou is 
now exhausted and shut up,and the 
poor scrapings from other parts of 
the-mine which still make their way 
here in diminishing quantities find it 
hard fo compete’ for local use among 
the poorest householders with the 
wretched substitute for coal obtained 
from the old Fanchang mines in our 
immediate neighbourhood.” 

From’céal Mr. Hughes passes to raw 
silk, in which there was an increase, 
though the silk piece goods export 
has become extinct. Thence he goes 
t8 tea, as to which he.says:—*Tea 
ig also.a gradually diminishing quan- 
tity as an export from -Wuhu, the 
total annual shipment having fallen 
from the 2,000 odd piculs of a few 
years,igo to 274 piculs of black tea 
and.245 piculs of green tea in 1897. 
‘As there is no apparent local reason 
for this falling off; it thay probably 
“bé assumed that the deficicncy here 
only represents our modest propor- 
tion of the general decay. in the ex- 
port of the heavily taxed China tea 
in face of the'-increasing demand 
abroad for the untaxed, and there- 
fore cheaper, teas of other countries.” 








Mr. Hughes mentions. the import of| 
1,178 piculs of Shanghiai cotton yara, 
which was very favourably received, 
and the trade in which promised to 
become a large one. English yarn 
had almost disappeared, Indiai-had 
fallen off, but there had been a 
marked inerease in Japan yarn. 

‘The rapid decrease in the importa- 
tion of Indian opium is noted, and it 
is to a great extent explained by 
what Mr. Hughes says about native 
opium, the paragraph relating to 
which is worth quoting in full:— 
“Our returns give hardly any indi- 
cation as to the modern dovelepment 
of Chinese opium in this district. 
They show, indeed, that the legiti- 
mate import of Szechuan opium 
through our office has risen from 6 
piculs in 1893 to 776 piculs in 1897; 
but, they are naturally silent as to 
the amount brought dowu from the 
West by native boats and by smug- 
glers and as to the extent of the An- 
hui opium cultivation and the quan- 
tities of the local product consumed 
on the spot or sent as merchandise 
into the conterminots provinces. 
With regard to Szechuan opium, it is 
generally believed that at least as 
much again—some say twice as 
much—arrives here, openly or clan- 
destinely, as the amount passed 
through our office; and as to the 
opium produced in the province, 
there is ample evidence of the vast 
and yearly increasing extent of land 
under opium cultivation. A few years 
ago native opium was produced Tore 
or less surreptitiously—it was a dis- 
credited crop; now official regulations 
have made its cultivation legal, and it 
is grown openly and without restraint. 
Indeed, from the lenient way in which 
the comparatively light taxation on 
native opium is in many places now 
levied, it would almost seem as if the 
production was encouraged rather 
than restrained, and it would not be 
surprising if, with the light taxation 
on native opium and the recently 
increased imposts on rice, a tendency 
were to show itself before long among 
the Anhui farmers to grow more 
opium and tess rice” 

The last aph, however, of 
Mr. Hughes’ report is one of the 
most important, and it would bea 
great pity if it were left unnoticed 
among the mass of valuable commer- 
cial information which the annual 
volume of trade reports issued by the 
Customs contains. Mr. Hughes says: 
—‘“TIt seems like a ran of the 
energy and enterprisé which gener- 
ally “characterise the foreign mer- 
chant in China to find the greatly 
extended business of this port still 
conducted through the clumsy agency 
of hulks in mid-stream, whilst the 
place marked out for the use of| 
foreigners when the port was open- 
ed, with its deep-water frontage and 
its facilities for wharves with adjoin- 
ing godowns, offices, dwellings, etc., 
is given over to raftsmen and poor 


squatters. Difficulties such as have 
been often experienced elsewhere, and 
were ultimately overcome, are no 
doubt to be met with in the procuring 
of the necessary sites; but with resolu- 
tion and perseverance success could 
be equally accomplished here, and 
with results which would richly repay 
the merchants and would as certainly 
lead to a greatly enlarged develop- 
ment of the Wuhu trade.” With 
three or four English companies 
running steamers on the Yangtze, 
and the known enterprise and energy 
of their managers, it seems hard to 
understand why the improvements 
indicated. by Mr. Hughes have not 
been taken in hand. ‘The low water 
season is coming on again, the time 
when the work required should be 
undertaken, and it will be a-reproach 
to the English companies interested, 
if the China Merchants’ S. N. Co., or 
the Japanese, or some rich Chinaman 
with an appreciation of the situation, 
should step in_and-wrest the prize 
from them. If the help of the 
British Minister is necessary to get 
the preliminary arrangements carried 
through, it will of course be available, 
but it will be a pity if the greatly 
extended business of Wuhu is left to 
be conducted as Mr. Hughes says, 
through the clumsy agericy of hulks 
in mid-stream. $ 
While we are considering possible 
improvements on the Yangtze and 
the call they make on the energy 
and enterprise of British merchants 
and shipowners, we may also draw 
attention to the letter which we 
published yesterday from our valued 
correspondent at Nganlufu in the 
province of Hupeh. Referring to the 
great river Han which joins the 
Yangtze at Hankow, he says:— 
“Ever since the news reached us 
that the inland waters of China 
were to be opened to steam naviga- 
tion we have been hoping to 
hear of some enterprising British 
or other firm starting a line of 
steamers up this Han River. This 
river is the great highway to many 
arts of Honan, to Shensi, and to the 
North-west. The large numbers of 
native boats continually going up and 
down full of cargo, “are proof of the 
great trade between Hankow and 
the higher parts of ‘the River. This 
trade would, if steam navigation were 
established, soon be very largely. 
increased, and the numerous towns 
and marts found at frequent intervals 
along its course would ensure a large 
native passenger traffic. We trust 
that in the near future shallow- 
draught steamers will be running up 
to Fancheng or Lachokou and that 
one or other of these two busy towns 
will be made into a Port for interna- 
tional commerce. In this way foreign 
products may be brought within 
easy reach of the vast populations 
living in these parts.” We trust that 
the local steamship/companies or other 





shipowners are preparing, wherever 
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there is such a waterway as the Han 
available, to establish a service of 
steamers, though of course this can- 
not be done in a day. It is very 
generally recognised now that the 
cost of transport has far more to do 
than the inland taxation with the 
restriction of the penetration of 
foreign goods into the interior, and 
we may confidently look for a large 
inerease in the consumption of foreign 
goods of all kinds, and in the supply 
at inland treaty ports of native pro- 
duce suitable for shipment abroad, 
when the inland waters now only 
navigated by junk are traversed by 
steamers. 





FASHODA. 


27th Oct. 
NorwiTHsTaNDING the serious pur- 
port of the Renter's telegrams 
published yesterday and this morning 
we cannot’ believe that England and 
France are really going to war over 
Fashoda. We fully sympathise with 
the admiration of the French for the 
energy and pluck of Major Marchand 
in reaching Fashoda against the op- 
position of the Dervishes; but this 
joes not alter the fact that after the 
solemn warning of the British Govern- 
ment three years ago, his going there 
at all was a hostile act. All parties in 
England are united as to this; as 
Lord Rosebery said at Perth: “If 
nations wish to remain friendly, they 
must remember the utterances warn- 
ing them to desist from any action 
which would be likely to inenace 
peace.” As France has not done 
this we can only conclude, unhappy 
as the conelusion is, that the French 
Government has been anxious to pick 
a quarrel with us. 

't is not as if Lord Salisbury since 
he came into power again had shown 
a disposition to oppose French expan- 
sion, We have acquiesced in the 
destruction of our trade with Mada- 
gascar ; we have acquiesced in France’s 
tearing up of all her promises with 
reference to Tunis: we i 
in her spoliation of Si 
have made an agreement with her 
in reference to West Africa by which 
we have given her «ll that the 
energy she has there diplayed could 
entitle her to ask.” There comes a 
time when there must he a limit to 
concession, and as the trustee for 
Egypt, Great Britain ca i 
dry from the declaration inade by 
Sir Edward Grey: i , supported 
as Chamberlain. No 
Engl ants a war with France, 
but peace may sometimes be bought 
too dearly. 

‘Affairs may be at a deadlock for 
the moment, but we still hope that 
the disarmamental Czar or some other 
mutual friend will persuade France 
to withdraw Major Marchand grace- 
fully from his utterly untenable posi- 
tion. It may be, of course, that 
the wretched Dreyfus case has caused

AFFAIRS AT PEKING. 
27th Oct. 
TuE Hongkong Daily Press of the 
17th instant has a very pertinent 
leading article on’ the recent coup 
Wat at Peking. It begins by say-; 
ing :—“ Have the Foreign Ministers 
at Peking ised the usurping 
Goverasent tha Kleposed the ee 
peror Kuang Hsii? They were all of 
them necredited to the Emperor, and | 
they can hardly, without instructions j 
from home, recognise another person, 
not being his legitimate successor, as 
ruler of the Chinese Empire. Has 
any official notification of the deposi- | 
tion of Kuang Hsi been made to the 
Foreign Governments and their Re-| 
presentatives? The reported death of 
the Emperor has certainly been denied 
officially, but has any proof been given 
that his Majesty is still in the flesh ? 
Have the Foreign Representatives at 
Peking demanded an audience with 
the Emperor and, ifso, what has been 
the result? If it is simply announced | 
that Kuang Hsii, the son of Heaven, 
and the inheritor of all the dignities 
appertaining of right to the head of 
the Ta-Tsing dynasty, has been put 
aside to ma%e room for an ex-Em- 
press Regent, are the Great Powers 
going to recognise such an act of 
usurpation? It must be remembered 
that the recent coup d'état at Peking 
was no popular revolution, no up- 
rising of the sovereign people against 
an unpopular and arbitrary despot ; 
it was merely a palace cabal against 
a young monarch who was possessed 
of a desire to introduce reforms in the 
administration, and who, so far as 
any sovereign in China can—owing 
to their seclusion in the Palace— 
ever do so, commanded the respect 
and good will of his subjects. On 
the other hand, the Empress Dowager 
is disliked and her confederate Li 
Hung-chang is cordially execrated by 
the bulk of the people. The acts of 
the Empress since she so rudely 
grasped the reins of power have been 
Violent and vengeful. All those of- 
ficidls who appeared to be opposed to 
her views and influence at Court, 
have been either executed, secretly 
murdered, sent into banishment, or 





She - 
has been making a seedtime of 
slaughter; there will some time be a 
harvest of vengeance.” 

Our contemporary goes on to say 
that it fears that no concerted action 
is possible among he Foreign Repre- 
sentatives at Peking, “and it is to be 


| feared that we shall soon be treated 


to the humiliating spectacle of the 
Foreign Ministers endeavouring to 
ingratiate themselves with the tools 
of the woman who has so long pulled 
the strings at Peking, and who may, 
through their divisions and greed for 
contracts, be still enabled to play 
them off one against the other, until 
some crisis arrives which will compel 
a disruption of the venerable but mis- 
governed empire.” 
Beyond lamenting the magnificent 
rtunity accidentally lost by Sir 
Claude Macdonald, we have ‘been 
careful to avoid suggesting that he 
had done less than he ought durin, 
the present crisis, though we coul 
not help saying that we feared that 
he did not appreciate the gravity of 
the revolution which the Empress 
Dowager and her associates have 
carried out. We do not know indeed 
what Sir Claude has done, nor do we 
know how far he has been restrained. 
from home, where it is quite possible 
that the Foreign Office is too much 
absorbed in the unfortunate dispute 
with France to pay attention to affairs 
at Peking. Sir Claude may have been 
instructed from home to do nothing 
which would withdraw any consider- 
able portion of our naval force from 
more serious affairs. It is stated, too, 
that the Representatives of Great Bri- 
tain, the United States and Japan, the 
three nations which are interested in 
the maintenance, as far as that is 
now possible, of the integrity of the 
Chinese Empire, were in favour of 
taking some such action as the Hong- 
kong Daily Press suggests, but their 
proposal was negatived by the Re- 
presentatives of France and Russia, 
who, to put it mildly, do not seem to 
be interested in the maintenance of 
this integrity. The usurpation of 
the Empress-Dowager, and the way 
in which she is conducting the gov- 
ernment of the country, clever as she 
is supposed to be, can only end in the 
breaking-up of China, If the Emperor 
of China was alive on the 18th inst., 
when Dr. Dethéve visited the palace, 
theEmpress-Dowager mighthavebeen 
forced to put him back on the throne ; 
but the British fleet should never 
have been sent away from Taku, for 
Jung Lu and Yuan Shih-kai and the 
other traitors who have backed up the 
Empress Dowager in her usurpation 
have a wholesome fear of the British 
fleet. It is not as if there were any 
truth in the Empress Dowager’s claim 
that the young Emperor's reforms 
were ruining the country and that 
she was obliged to step in to save the 
people; the Emperor's reforms were 
only threatening the well-being of the 
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greedy and ignorant Manchus who 
fatten on the money wrung from 
the pactyockeng . PeoDe. The tele-

THE JUDGMENT IN THE BANK 
OF CHINA CASE.

Great Britain.-and France may war 
together—Peking and Canton may 
bristle with revolt and intrigue—but 
Shanghai will heed it not; she will be 
in the throes of her.own revolution. 
‘Whence comes the spark which is to 
fire the train? It is nothing less 
than the judgment of 'sai Taotai in 
the Bank of China case which we 
published in our issue of yesterday. 
The facts of the case hardly need 
recapitulation. Certain Chinese mer- 
chants bought shares in a British 
Limited Company which were not 
fally paid. - "The concern collapsed— 
as. concerns sometimes do even in 
dear old England—and the liquida- 
tor of the company called in the 
balance still unpaid on the shares. 
None of the selies wished 
to pay, but fortunately compan’ 
Tew cuowa "no pity for Puietd 
and the winding up was found to 
have been carried through in the 
home Courts with distressing com- 
pleteness. All British shareholders 
either paid or were compelled to pay 
both in London and Shanghai, tue 
the defendants in this case Brepared 
to. exercise their treaty rights and 
contest the point in a Chinese Court. 
‘Upon the hearing it was shown that 
at the time of the purchase of the 
shares the defendants agreed to abide 
by. British law in case of dispute. 
It was’ therefore their plain duty, 
if they wished to hold shares in a 
foreign concern, to acquaint them- 
selves fully with the worst that 
such an agreement might entail on 
themselves. Most of us have known 
what it is to.take the bitter with the 
sweet in the matter of investments 
and to look on in impotent fury 
while our, little savings in Brazil, 
Australis, or the Cape have been 
frittered away by a’ majority of share- 
holders on. the spot. But. such the 
Jaw is, and, such-it must remain. 





Ifwe put our money out of our reach 
it is because we balanced the pros and 
cons and decided to run the risk. 
On this score, therefore, we can only 
give to these Chinese merchants the 
same amount of pity that the world 
gives to those in like case. 

The defendants argued on the 
hearing, firstly that the proceedings 
of the Bank before and after its 
failure had been irregular, and second- 
ly that under the Chefoo Convention 
dispittes between Chinese and Britixh 
subjects must be settled according to 
the respective laws of the two nations. 
It is possible that the Taotai might 
in consultation with his advisers 
have concocted a passable judgment 
based on the former grounds ; ut no 
such thing. He was determined to do 
it handsomely and who shall deny that 
he has succeeded ? His judgment is a 
veritable bomb, and if it is allowed to 
burst it will land us in an industrial 
and mercantile revolution. It simply 
means this, that in any agreement 
betweeri Chinese and Bnitish the 
former can safely repudiate their 
liabilities. unless the agreement is in 
accordance with their national law. 
The Taotai refuses to consider British 
law at all in scrutinising this contract. 
European Courts daily recognise and 
enforce contracts under ‘which the 
parties have bound themselves by 
the law of another nation, and 
experts daily attend our home 
Courts to give evidence on such 
points, but the Taotai will have 
none of it. According to him, Chinese 
Courts must find in their own code 
all the provisions of British law be- 
fore they will enforce contracts em- 
bodying that law. If these are not 
to be found it is an attempt to over- 
ride the Treaty. It was shown on 
the trial that British company law 
had been rigidly followed in winding 
up the bank in -question and the 
Taotai does not deny the fact, 
but he looks in vain for the pro- 
visions of our company law in’ his 
own code. Indeed we can well 
believe it. What a search it.must 
have been! His words have a 
ring of pathos in them: “TI find that 
according to Chinese law there is 
none wherein a man may be forced 
to pay extra money on his shares.” 
No wonder the judgment has been 
so long delayed. 

The logical outcome of all this is 
that until the British and Chinese 
codes exactly correspond, complete 
freedom of contract can never exist 
between the two peoples, for we can 
never be sure that our agreements 
will run the gauntlet of the Chinese 
code. This will probably be contem- 
poraneous with the millennium and 
in the meantime every existing agree- 
ment with the Chinese is liable to 
repudiation. It is indeed high time 
to set our houses in order, but it will 
require little short of a revolution 
to do it. We have Chinese directors 
on the boards of British companies. 


What remedy will the unhappy 
Britisher have against such, if the 
company falls on evil days? 

How about the Directors’ Liability 
Act? Can the Taotai find it in his 
code? If not, we fear the Chinese 
directors must go; their shares must 
be cancelled and the other directors 
must account for the dividends dis- 
bursed to them. Let us imagine that 
some Mandarin, Li Hung-chang for 
instance,-has a big holding in Bank 
shares. We presume that the Bank 
will at once strike his name off the 
register and redeem his holding at 
par, seeing that in stormy times he 
need only quote the Taotai’s judg- 
ment to evade his unpaid calls. 

Have we any Chinese tenants in 
our houses ? 

Our leases must be searched to 
see if Chinese law will uphold the 
covenants, 

We have endless agreements, verbal 
or otherwise, with compradores, clerks, 
and servants. Let us beware lest 
they savour of British law. Unless 
they are good under the law. of 
China they will go by the board, as 
to uphold them would be “to set 
them on top of the ‘Treaty.” 

In our domestic life one whisper of 
the fatal words “Chefoo Convention” 
from a coolie will make the staunchest 
housekeeper quail. 

‘As long, however, as things go well 
we may rely upon our Chinese friends 
maintaining their souls in peace ‘and 
drawing their dividends. ‘They will 
not refuse the ha’pence so long as the 
kicks are in the distant future, but in 
the meantime we ought to be getting 
on with our revolution. 





“THE YANGTZE VALLEY AND 
ITS TRADE.” 


29th Oct. 
EvEN those who have lived longest 
in the Yangtze Valley and have 
taken the most intelligent interest in 
their geographical environment will 
enjoy the article with the above title 
in the September issue of the Con- 
temporary Review by Mr. Archibald 
Little. Mr. Little begins by saying: 
“Thirty-eight years have passed 
singe Lord Wolsaley, then a subaltern 
in the army that invaded Peking in 
1860, formed the opinion that Europe 
stood in peril from the Mongol 
race, Englishmen living in China 
who knew the Chinese people by 
long personal contact were startled 
upon reading the celebrated article 
in the Nineteenth Century in 
which England was threatened with 
the yellow spectre, and asked 
themselves, Can Lord Wolseley be 
joking, or does he mean some other 
race than the‘ mild-eyed, melancholy, 
lotus-eating’—i-e. opium-smoking— 
people whotn we know so well? Only 
the other day’ Lord Salisbury spoke 
of four hundred millions of brave 





Chinamen; this must surely have 
been ‘writ sarcastic’ but English 
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residents in China took it seriously, 
and wondered more than ever as to 
what the foreign policy of our Go- 
vernment in China could be worth— 
if indeed there were any policy at 
all. It seems as if China were des- 
tined for ever to be like one of her own 
ingenious mechanical puzzles, which 
few ‘ Westerns’ have the patience and 
skill to solve. The most puzzled by 
the complex Chinese problem appear 
to be the politicians by profession; 
anything more ‘mixed’ and incon- 
clusive than the latest parliamentary 
debate—that of August the 10th—it 
is difficult to conceive; and if those 
whose business it is to study the 
uestion find it difficult, how shall 
the man in the street be expected to 
understand it? What is the ‘open 
door’ and what are the ‘ spheres of 
influence’? Are both these courses 
to be pursued simultancously, or 
have we an option in the matter ? 

“Tt is to give some account of my 
own reputed sphere of influence—the 
Yangtze Valley—with which I happen 
to have somewhat intimate acquaint- 
ance, that I have been asked by the 
Editor of this Review to write an 
article. To enter into a discussion of 
the ‘ Chinoiseries’ of Asiatic politics 
is beyond my province. Nearly forty 
years in the country have left me 
little wiser in this respect than the 
day I first landed in the ancient city 
of Canton, at that time still in the 
occupation of British troops. _ China 
differs enormously from, Europe; 

recedents acquired by the study of 

uropean history and of European 
civilisations are falsified directly we 
come toChina; long residence amongst 
the Chinese merely results in upset- 
ting our previous convictions: the 
more we study the subject the deeper 
we find our ignorance; so that I shall 
not attempt the quaking ground of 
politics, but confine myself to the 
terra. firma of geography.” 

Mr. Little proceeds to follow the 
course of the Yangtze from its farth- 
est source in the Kwenlun on the 
Tibetan tableland to its mouth 
below Shanghai, a distance of some 
3,000 miles, of which some 2,000 are 
navigable. At least another 1,000 
miles of its affluents—probably when 
they are better known, a great deal 
more—are navigable, or over 3,000 
miles in all, “everywhere flowing 
through some of the richest, and 
certainly through the most populous 
regions on the world’s surface.” Its 
products begin with the wool 
from the Tibetan tableland; “com- 
ing to the borderland behind the 
grand wall of snowy mountains, 
22,000 feet and more, which fences 
in i Proper on its western 
boundary, we find musk deer, whose 
scent-bag is used to form the basis 
of all our perfumes, the medicinal 
thubarb’ which the Chinese imagine 
to be a necessary of life to us gross 
meat-eaters, with numberless other 
things indispensable to the Chinese 


pharmacoperia, not excepting that 
queer freak of nature, priceless to 
a native dyspeptic and probably 
equally valueless in itself, the ca- 
terpillar weed (Cordiceps sinensis).” 

The river falls some 12,000 feet 
in breaking through this range and 
enters the rich basin of Szechuan, 
the largest, most populous, and most 
prosperous of all the eighteen pro- 
vinces of China. It is 220,000 
square miles in extent, and “is 
covered with every sub-tropical" pro- 
duct which the most painstaking 
and capable agriculturists on the 
globe elicit from the soil in a 
Succession of crops, two and three 
in rotation, during the year, forced on 
by the stimulating manure obtained 
from the thickly crowded towns and 
villages of the basin.” Szechuan, 
mountainous throughout, is cut off 
from Eastern China by a mass of 
rugged, precipitous, mainly limestone 
mountains about a hundred miles in 
breadth. ‘Through this mass the 
river has cut its way in a series of 
magnificent gorges or canyons; but 
before leaving the province Mr. Little 
gives some account of the Sze- 
chuanese, “a people apart, knowing 
little or nothing of the outer worl 
beyond them, and correspondingly 
disturbed in mind by the ‘ barbarian’ 
traveller and missionary, whom they 
had fondly hoped to be out 
by nature. On the other hand, 
the Szechuanese are naturally as 
sociable as any people in the world, 
infinitely more so than the coast 
Chinese; and now that the late 
Japanese War has rudely torn down 
the wall of seclusion, a more intel- 
ligent curiosity has been aroused, 
and intercourse with ‘foreigners’ is 
welcomed. Europeans living in the 
West of China are compelled to learn 
the language, an accomplishment 
which residents at the coast ports 
rarely achieve; hence these latter 
live their own lives and see little or 
nothing of the native socially ; still, 
however much we see of the native, 
as Rudyard Kipling tells the Viceroy 
of India, ‘You'll never plumb the 
Oriental mind. And if you did it 
isn’t worth the toil!” The educated 
classes are ignorant of all that 
we call knowledge, and the great 
mass of the population, or the coolies 
as we call them, are simply docile 
bétes de somme. The only subject 
upon which a really intelligent con- 
versation can be kept up is Chinese 
history and philosophy, and in his 
literal knowledge of these the China- 
man is unsurpassable.” 

We have dealt at some length with 
the opening part of Mr. Little's 
article, because most of us have a fair 
general knowledge of the Yangtze 
cast of Ichang and its products. From 
Ichang we come to the alluvial plain 
of Hupeh, 370 miles to Hankow, once 





the bed of a great lake, and still large- 
ly flooded during the annual summer 


nise of the Yangtze. From Hankow | 





we traverse Hupeh, thence through 
Kiangsi and Anhui; the latter “ 
home of the Li family, the richest in 
China, if not‘in the world, of which 
Li Hung-chang is the distinguished 
or notorious head.” Thence we pass 
Nanking, Kiangyin, the gate through 
which the river debouches into the 
delta proper, and so to the sea. 

The Yangtze valley, which wo 
claim as our sphere of influence, com- 
prises, “outside the ‘Tibetan plateau, 
the six large provinces of Szechuan, 
Hupeh, Hunan, Kiangsi, Anhui, and 
Kiangsu, and the northern drainage 
of Kueichou and Yunnan, a region 
exceeding 600,000 square miles in 
area.” Its trade, now valued at 
£30,000,000, would under a stable and 
progressive government rapidly rise 
to £300,000,000; but how are we going 
to make our influence in it anything 
more.than the pure mirage it is, as 
long as it is not acknowledged by our 
rival Powers? Mr. Little concludes 
his article by saying: “Clearly the 
course of a wise man, when he finds 
the front door irrevocably closed 
(for we surely cannot fight France, 
Russia, and Germany combined in 
order to force it open again, let 
alone the fact that these Powers have 
just as good a right to their opinion 
of the best way to mend ‘cracked 
China’ as we have to ours) is to try 
another way round. Thus we have 
now nothing but the ‘sphere of in- 
fluence’ to fall back upon; if that 
isa mirage at the moment, it need 
not long remain so, provided our 
Government, with a united and de- 
termined nation to back it, will 
seriously tackle the problem, and not 
forgetting Bismarck’s ‘Do ut des,’ not 
give it up until—by fair means if 
possible—our sphere in China is a 
firmly acknowledged fact, and not, as 
it is to-day, a subject for derision.”

ia the case of a very nervous and 
susceptible young man, kept in 
close confinement for a month, and 
never knowing what the next step 
would be that it would please his 
imperious aunt to take. Dr. Dethéve 
recommended, we are told, good food 
and a warmer climate during the com- 
ing winter; but the poor young 
Emperor is not likely under the pre- 
sent conditions to have much appetite 
for the former, nor is the Empress 
Dowager likely to permit him to enjoy 
the latter, in the sense of Dr. Dethéve’s 
recommendation. 

Reverting to Lord Charles Beres- 
ford and his impending return to 
Shanghai, we may add that he is very 
anxious that when he comes here the 
Chamber .of Commerce and the China 
Association should be prepared with 
definite resolutions embodying their 
views as to what our Government 
should do.

There is talk torday of further trouble at 
a place called Yocbibsien which adjoins 
the prefecture of Hochou. Although I have 
no particulars the report is likely enough 
to be true, for every one expects that the 
present anti-Christian agitation will go on 
indefinitely until the mandarins decide to 
fight Yii Man-tzeand his followers. ‘Theact- 
ing Viceroy Wén ( 2Y), formerly the Provin- 
cial Treasurer, has just issued a proclamation 
dealing with’ the present rising, and tt is 
certainly a very unique document. ‘Thera 
is timidity in every line of it, even the 
natives liken it to a mother’ patting a 
naughty child on the back, and pleading 
with it to be good! Yii is reasoned with, 
and indeed complimented on his former 
behaviour! Being a patriot he is implored 
to listen to good advice, lay down his arms, 
disband_his followers, and return to_his 
former inoffensive habits! Of course, if he 
doesn’t, he is to be severely punished. A 
more unsatisfactory proclamation was never 
issued; and the times demand not weakness 
or timidity, but sincere and strenuous action 
on the part of every official in the provines. 
The new Viceroy is badly needed, and it is 
to be hoped that when he comes he will 
adopt the only right method of putting an 
end to the present disgraceful state of affairs,

‘THE FRESHET IN THE HAN, 

‘our correspondent hes recently taken'a 
trip from Hankow to. this city up the river 
Han by. native boat. Owing to heavy rains 
in the north-west the river rose. ten or 
twelve feet, and for afew days the-current 
was very tapid. One:afternoon. wo were 
compelled to anchor, being unable to pass'a 
bend in. the river where. the water was 
rushing down in great force. - Whilst wait- 
ing in this place we saw'the bank being 
rapidly washed away. At one point a whole 
field : disappeared, . a space.90 feot in-depth 
having been.washed away, that day. between 
daylight and three o’clock in-the afternoon. 
‘Thut night from our‘ boat‘could’ be ‘heard 
the noise and‘commotion made by workmen 
pulling down and removing a-house which 
they calculated would otherwise. be.washed 
away early the next day. This was a new 
house which had been built only last autumn. 
This is doubtless only one example of what 
was’ happening during: those few days’ all 
aloag the river banks, 

LOSSES AND ACORETIONS. 

One man-told me that three or-four years 
ago his father was offered 240 strings of cash 
for some land ‘near the river; not’ bein; 
satisfied with the price he’ refused: to'‘sell. 
‘This autumn it has ‘all. been :washed: away 
and the man “ Altiough the ‘land has 
gone we shall still have to pay.taxes on it.” 

ad this is so for the officials ‘argue. that 
‘everybody who loses Jand in this way, gets it 
back again within fifty years, as the washing 
away and silting. up process changes from 
one side of the river to the other. 

‘There’ aro thus many who year after year 
pay taxes’ on land’ washed away twenty or 
more years-ago, whilst‘on the other! hand 
there are those whose land has considerably 
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increased in extent whilst their taxes remain 
as before. 
‘LOOKING FOR STEAMERS, 

Ever since the news reached us that the 
inland waters of China were to be opened 
to steam navigation we have been hoping 
to hear of some enterprising British or other 
firm starting a line or steamers ce this Han 
River. This river is the great highway to 
many parts of Honan, to Shensi and to the 
North-west, The large numbers of native 
boats continually going up and down full 
of cargo, are proof of thegreat trade between 
Hankow and the higher parts of the River. 
‘This trade would, if steam navigation were 
established soon be very largely increased, 
and the numerous towns and marts found 
at frequent intervals along its course would 
ensure a large native passenger traffic, 

LIGHT DRAUGHT.STEAMERS WANTED. 

‘We trust that in the near future shallow 
draught steamers will be running up to Fan- 
cheng or Laohokou aud that one or other of 
these two busy towns will be made into 
a Port for international commerce. In 
way foreign products may be brought wi 
in easy reach of the vast populations living 
in these parts, 

‘THE “ COLLEGE OF WESTERN LEARNING” 
in this city which was established last year 
with such a flourish of trumpets ‘still 
exists. The salaries of certaip scholars who 
were appointed to positions in the College 
are slill received by them, the extra taxes 
imposed on the opium merchants for its 
support are still levied, but the numerous 
would-be learners of last year have lost all 
interest in it and the place is now almost 
deserted. 








‘MORE FLOODS. 

Bloods have again for the fourth year in 
succession played havoc with the ezops in 
some of the low-lying districts, though they 
are not nearly #0 widespread as last year.

A BANKING CRISIS. 

‘The past few days have 
-succeasful strike against injustice, the pro- 
testants being the numerous native bankers 
of this city. The present year has been a 
disastrous one for banking firms, many 
failures having occurred causing great dis- 
tress to depositors and grave inconvenience 
to associate in all things Ohi- 
nese, suspicions: were aroused and there 
were those who declared that some of the 
failures were not Gond fide. 

‘The climax came when a firm closed its 
doors with liabilities variously stated at 
from $80,000 to $300,000. After much 
negotiation, the debtors were willing to 
pay 60 per cent to their creditors, a composi- 
tion’ which was favourably received. Un- 
fortunately one man was allowed to. upset 
this arrangement. A man named Ting, a 

rominent. adherent and helper of the 
Roman Catholic Mission, advised the 
bankrupt firm to reduce the gomposition to 
30 percent, ‘This they did, and as a protest 
against this, and the interference of what 
they called Roman Catholic Influence,” all 
the native banks closed their doors. For 
«two days this dead-lock existed, causing the 
native officials. much anxiety, and the 
commercial class great inconvenience. On 
‘Thursday the Roman Catholic Mission 
cleared itself by repudiating the action of 
their agent, and leaving the settlement of 
the affair entirely to the creditors. The 
bauks at once resumed business, thus ending 
what at one time threatened to be a very 
serious affair. 

‘THE PROPOSED CITY POLICE 

has become an accomplished fact. Some 
300 men ave beeen enrolled and now 
parade the streets with the usual insignia of 
office—the  truncheon—hanging from their 









belts. ‘This force is entirely under native 
supervision and is divided into six divisions 
of 50 men each. It is a progressive 
morement to which all foreigners wish well, 
but which is threatened with failure unless 
Droperly organised and superintended by a 
competent foreigner. Ningpo is, as far a3 
your correspondent knows, the first Chinese 
ity to attempt to have a police force 
modelled on foreign lines. 
» RELNFORCEMENTS. 

During the past fortnight the American 
Baptist Mission has welcomed the return of 
Dr. and Mrs. Grant and Mr. and Mrs.

MOVEMENTS OF TROOPS. - 
For some days Chinese troops have been

They are a part of the 
large body of men that have been coming 
from Shansi and the North-west during the 
last eight months or more, who have been 
scattered about here and there, but whose 
ultimate destination has all along been a 
matter of surmise, This force now on the way 
to the North-east is said to consist of eight 
battalions.

‘ THE EMPEROR'S HEALTH. 

We learn from Peking that the Emperor 
has been seen by the Doctor of the French 
Legation, and is found to be in a very 
anemic condition and in consequence very 
weak, and a report follows this information 
that the French Minister is pressing—almost 
Gemanding—that he shall have’ foreign 
medical attendance.

UNDESIRED PRECAUTIONS. 

‘The Empress-Dowager is demonstrating 
her ability to protect the foreigner and 
keep matters quiet by sending a guard to 
escort the missionaries to and fro and keep 
guard at the chapels during the time they 
are open for ube preachivg—much to the 
annoyance of those concerned. It is more- 
over, not the best, nor a wise, way of 
manifesting her desire to keep on good 
terms with foreign nations. It is unnecessary, 
and has very many serious objections from 
both the foreign and the native standpoint. 
In this connection, a rumour reaches us that 
the Old Lady has expressed a fear that she 
will be unable to continue to rule with so 
many foreign guards in the city. Doubtless 
their presence is some restraint upon her 
revengefal feelings: or rather upon her 
translating those feelings into fact: and ir 
it be true that she has secretly had Chang 
Yin-huan murdered, it is to be hoped that 
forcible restraint will be exercised upon 
such barbarism.

THE WEEK.

Another typhoon was signalled, andthe drum 
wwas hoisted yesterday, but it was kind enough 
to passto the north up the Formosa Channel 
and we have this time been left undisturbed.

‘To-day the 
Club meet the Navy. A. strong team has 
been got together to represent the Cricket, 
Club. Other outdoor sports are now in full 
swing, and the cyclists are beginning to 
throng the only level road in the evening. 


THE JUBILEE ROAD. 

Some discussion has arisen in con- 
sequence of a letter addressed to the Press 
by the Hon. R. D. Ormsby, Director of 
Public Works, suggesting a reconsideration 
of the proposal to make the section of this 
road from Kennedy Town round Mouat 
Davis near the shore to join the Aberdeen 
road at its coast level. Mr. Ormsby suggests 
that a meeting of the subscribers to the 
Jubilee Fund should be called to consider 
whether or ngt the resolution pledging the 
Government to proceed with the first’ sec- 
tion, namely Kennedy Town to Aberdeen, 
be rescinded and it be decided to first make 
the other sections, which are fur less costly, 
open up better country, and do not face the 
afternoon sun so much. Moreover, a road, 
at. a higher level, the grade of which Mr. 
Ormsby says can be improved, already 
texists through Pokfulum to Aberdeen 
Many residents are in favour of the sugges: 
tion, but others urge that without the 
section for acoast road to Aberdeen the road 
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will be impossible for cyclists. It will be 
herd work for a spell or two certainly, but 
the alternative Mr. Ormsby offers is decided- 
ly worse, The money available—some 
$92,000 will, he says, saice to make about 
3} miles of the proposed road round Mount 
Davis from Kennedy en to fp ceieret 
carrying it as far as the 1 Cemetery 
‘at Sandy Bay only. This would be a fir 
from desirable consummation, and I am in- 
clined to say it would be better to abandon 
this section altogether, if the grading of 
the old road can be materially improved. 
More especially since it appears the military 
authorities are unfavourable to the construc- 
tion of a road round Mount Davis, which 
would afford easy access into the city of 
Victoria to an enemy landing at Sandy 
Bay. At present a foe landing there would 
have to come into town by the Pokfulum 
Road, which is swept by the runs of Fly 
Point Battery. If the new road were made 
it would necessitate the erection ofa new 
battery to command it. In any case, I 
think there would be no harm ina meet- 
ing, at which all the and cons could 
be considered, and I think the community 
are indebted to Br. Ormsby for suggesting 
reconsideration before the work is com- 
menced and the real benefits of the road 
deferred indefinitely, perhaps, for want of 


funds. 

The Jubilee Committee having been 
asked to give their opinions on Mr. 
Ormsby’s proposal, have replied unanimous. 
ly that in view of the poe eet at 
the meeting of the 26th April, 1997, they 
are pledged to the construction of the carri- 
age toad from Kennedy Town to Aberdeen. 

They can, however { imagine, easly be 









relieved from this pledge by the subscribers, 
“if the latter choose to reconsider and annul 
it by coming toa fresh decision. Of course, 
there is the difficulty of getting together a 
sufficiently representative gathering of the 
subscribers, but this should not be insur- 
mountable. 


THE JUBILEE HOSPITAL. 


‘The awards for designs for the Victoria 
Jubilee Women’s and Children’s Hospital 
haye been made by the Committee. Three 
designe were sent in, That by Messrs, 
Palmer and ‘Turner secured first award, 
$1,000; that by Messrs. Denison and Ram, 
second, $600; and that by Mr. B. Harker 
third, "9350, "Messrs, Palmer. and Turner 
have been instructed to prepare the neces- 
sary plans to be submitted to Gorerument, 
‘The site for the building has ‘not yet been 
definitely decided upon, 


THE COLONIAL BUDGET. 


At the meeting of the Legislative Counci! 
on the 10th inst. the Estimates for the year 
1899 were introduced by the Acting 
Colonial Secretary (Hon. T. Sercombe 
Smith). The total estimated revenue is 
$2,886,137 and the total estimated ex- 

enditure $2,874,271, leaving a balance of 
$11,866 in favour of revenue.” ‘The Colonial 
Secretary then proceeded, in a speech of 
some length, to detail ‘the increases in 
expenses. In the Colonial Secretary's 
department provision is made for two 
more cadets. In the Post Office De- 

artment there is an increase of $25,000 

‘his is due to outlay on and upkeep of 
two branch Post Offices and some ad- 
ditional clerks. The amount would not 
be grudged if it would only ensure some- 
thing like efficiency and security, of the 
service. But letters disappear and uo satis- 
factory explanation is obtainable. Polite 
regreis are all very well, but they do 
not compensate for loss or the theft of 
stamps from the letters or suppression of the 
latter for the sake of the former, nor yet 
for delayed deliveries, when time is money. 
Under the head of Education provision is 
made for the establishment of a Public 
School at Kowloon. This is much needed, 
and will excite no cavil. An increase of 
$4,500 is also noted in the Medical estab- 
lishment, which is tomakebetter provision for 
patients, the fees for whom have been raised 





















to meet the increased expenditure. There 
is also an increase in the Police vote, 
to allow of better pay being given to the 
detective force and provide a larger ration 
allowance for the Indian contingent. To 
meet an increase in the Sanitary Staff and 
some addition to the pay of its members 
some $38,000 have been added to the 
estimates.’ Mr. Smith went on to point out 
that No.7. Police Station, for which item 
$65,000 had been set down, would have to 
be erected in the course of the year. A 
disinfector and inspector's qiiarters were 
also to be provided at a cost of $12,000. 
Two latrines, some washing tanks ‘and 
some wells for villages not yet supplied 
with water, were mentioned as necessat 
works; $40,000 had been set aside tow: 
the Governor's Peak residence; and pro- 
vision is made for a new shed at’ the smi 
depdt at Kennedy Town. He was sorry to 
say, however, that the proposed shelter for 
chair-coolies at Vietoria Gap, $4,800, had 
had to be omitted. This is, I venture to 
think, much more urgent than the new 
shed at the swine depét, coolies being more 
entitled to consideration than swine. More- 
over, it is a matter of great, public con, 
venience that the coolies should be provided 
with a place where they and their chairs 
can keep dry, and visitors arriving on the 
heights in wet weather be able to secure « 
conveyance. 

‘The estimates ‘were subsequently con- 
sidered in Fivance Committee, when Mr. 
Chater criticised various items.

‘The second ordinary meeting of the pro- 
prietors of this company was held at the 
offices of the general managers, Messrs. 
Fearon, Daniel & Co., Szechuen Road, 
on Friday afternoon. Mr. H. W. Daniel 
presided and there were also present 
Messrs, J. Liddell, J. R. Twentynian, A. 
Werth, and Wong Kiah-zur Qirectors yA. 
Groener, F. W. Styav, J. Stampff, C. R. 
Wehrung. C. W. Wrightson, J. B. Walsh, 
A. P. Stokes (legal adviser), Yu Kee, Ab 
Ee, J. F. Rodewald, and H. C. Figuiredo. 

‘The notice convening the meeting having 
been read, 

The Chairman said—The report and 
accounts having been in your hauds for 
some days I will therefore propose that 
they be taken as read. Ia the report the 
directors have expressed their regret at its 
unfavourable nature, but I think you will 
admit that the statement of the very great 
difficulties with which the company has 
had to contend, reasonably explains the 
unsatisfactory result of the year’s working. 
According to the resolution passed at the 
statutory meeting held in December, it was 
proposed that the accounts be closed on 
Bist July, the then chairman having named 
this early date, being naturally anxious 
to let shareholders know results at the 
earliest opportunity. This date, I may 
say, is not altogether satisfactory, as owing 
to the dullness of the yarn market during 
the summer months, a spinning mill must 
necessarily hold considerable stocks at that 
date. In future we propose to close the 
books on 31st December, holding the annual 
meeting in March, as provided for in the 
Articles of Association. In accordance 
with the custom now prevailing we have 
not published details of the working 
account, but the books of the company 
‘are open to the inspection of any share- 
holder. The heavy overdraft which ap- 
pears in the account is, of course, largely 
duo to the shares not being fully taken up 
and to the value of stocks which were at 
date of making up our accounts still to be 
realised. These stocks have been largely 
reduced by a greatly improved demand 
during the past month and our indebted- 
ness to the Bank is much reduced. We 
have every reason to be satisfied with the 
services of our new mill manager, Mr. 
Walsh, and with the economies he has been 
enabled to effect in the cost of production. 
All advices from cotton producing countries 
point to plentiful supplies and consequently 
low prices. Itherefore think we may safely 
count on cheap cotton for the present sea- 
son at apy rate, which encourages your 














Directors to take a hopeful view of the 
future. As to the extension of the mill 
to 20,500 spindles, I may say that we 





are proceeding with this on’ the most 
economical terms. You will. notice that 
nothing has been written off the value 
of the machinery as an immense amount 
of labour has been spent in putting it 
into good order. Our yarn is in good 
demand and is daily gaining in popularity, 
as evidenced by the large sales we have 
been able to make since the late demand 
sprung up. We refer in our report to 
changes in the labour system ; the chief 
change is the establishment of a contract 
system resulting in a greatly improved out- 
turn. There has been some slight trouble 
with the workpeople over this change, but 
the difficulties are now overcome and they 
are already discovering the advantages of 
the system. If there are any questions to 
be asked we shall be ready to answer them, 

‘The Chairman then moved, in the absence 
of any questions from shareholders, the 
adoption of the report and accounts 

rinted and circulated.

The Chairman, in reply to Mr. Rodewald, 
said it was proposed to close the books of 
the company for the year at the end of 
December and to hold the next ordinary 
meeting in March.

for presentation to the Shareholders at the 
Second Ordinary Meeting of the Compan;

‘The Directors, in submitting their First 
Report, together with the Accounts of tho 
Company for the year ending Siat July, 1898, 
rogret that they are not of a more favourable 
nature. They would, however, like to draw 
the attention of Shareholders’ to the excep- 
tional combination of circumstances which 
has hampered the Company during its first 
year of working. : 

On taking over the Mill from the former 
owners it was found necessary lo make a 
clean sweep of tho old Chinese staff and 
system. Later on it was considered expedient 
to make a chango in the foreign management. 
The Directors bavo now engaged the services 
of Mr. Walsh, a Manager well-known in 
India, and the results of this change are, 60 
far, highly satisfactory. 

‘The high price of Cotton during tho past 
twelve months has militated against profitable 
results, while the deplorable state of the 
Yarn market, owing to Shanghai having be- 
come the “dumping ground” for the over- 
production of Bombay and Japan, has led to 
range of prices below the cost of production, 
‘The demoralised state of the market induced 
the Directors to check the Mill’s production 
by the temporary cessation of night work, the 
resumption of ‘which will depend on’ the 
fature course of the Yarn market, 

The above facts show that the Company 
has had an exceptional year to contend with, 
but it is expected that, with a lower range of 
prices for Cotton, and a return of the Varn 
market to its normal basis, future results will 
warrant the confidence "possessed by the 
Directors in the undertaking, therefore the 
extension of the Mill, bringing the number of 
spindles up to 20,000, in now being proceeded 
wit 


‘The Directors” feel that the difficulties 
which have hindered the development of 
the Company during the year will not be 
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entirely without compensation in the near 
future. The unremunerative prices lately 
obtained have stimulated four out of the five 
Foreign-owned Mills to form themselves into 
2 Mill Owners’ Association, working together 
for the protection of mutual interests. The 
question of native wages, which it was con- 
sidored demanded primary attention, was ot 
nee taken up, with the result. that an agreo- 
ment has been come to which will materially 
Tessen the cost of Inbour, Other items of 
expenditure have also been carefully gone 
into, and economies effected which it is hoped 
vill bo of a permanent natare. 

‘The machinery having been thoroughly 
overhauled and repaired under the supervi- 
sion of a Foreign Fitter, the Directors con- 
sider it in better condition than when teken 
over, and therefore do not deem it necessary 
to write off any sum for depreciation at this 
date, 

‘Me. J. S. Fearon and Mr. C, O. Liddell 
having left Shanghai, Mr. H. W. Daniel and 
Mr. Jobn Liddell have’ accepted the vacant 
seats on the Board, and confirmation of these 
appointments is required.

FRANCAISE AT THE LYCEUM. 


UNE FILLE ENCOMBRANTE, 


Comédie-Bouffe en trois Actes, par 
‘Albert Guimbourg. 








Moulinard 





This three-act farce, by Albert Guim- 
bourg, first represented at the Théatre 
Déjazet in Paris on the 3rd of January, 
1897, might have been inspired by the 
well-known old English farce Little Toddle- 
kins, the themes of the two being almost 
identical. ‘The plot is of the very simplest. 
M. Bonnardel, 9 widower, has two 
daughters, Cécile, a charming girl of 
twenty, newly married to Paul, and Alice, 
acharming girl of eighteen, who is engaged 
to Lucien. Paul was a widower when he 
married Cécile, and he is blessed with a 
stepdaughter four years older than him- 
self, Angélique, whom he keeps in tho 
country with her nuése, and whose existence 
he has carefully concealed from his new 
relations. Lucien has a most 
and pompous old father, Mou 
has retired after making n fortune of ‘three 
million francs in the grocery business, and 
who is constantly threatening to brenk off 
his son’s marringe, because Bonnar lel and 
his family do not keep up the style that 
his three millions entitle him to expect. 
There remain a very superfluous herbalist, 
Delacourtille, whose name makes old 
Moulinard mistake him for a nobleman, 
and s country servant-girl, Addle. Of 
course Angélique turns up unexprciedly 
and gets her stepfather into trouble with his 
young wife, who believes her to be an 
old flame of Paul. Paul manages to send 
her away and she comes across Bonnardel, 
who produces the most frightful complica- 
tions by marrying her privately, not 
knowing that sho is the stepdanghter of 
his own son-in-law. Ultimately it turns 
out that she is not the dauyhter of Paul's 
former wife, and all ends happily. ‘There 
is story enough here for a one-act fai 
but not for a three-act comedy. According- 
ly the first act is passable, the second very 
good, and the third might have been dis- 
pensed with ; but there was not a moment 
of tediousness in the whole, as the constant 
laughter and appleuso of the crowded 
audience testified, and oven with the ex- 
cellent solection of music played before 
the curtain rose and in the intervals by the 
town band, the curtain fell at last at most 
reasonable hour. 

We can heartily congratulate the French 
A.D.C. on the acquisition of such a capable 
actor as M. Dars, whose Moulinard was 
an excellent performance, though perhaps 
ho was a trifle too refined for the egotistical 

een intended by the author. As to 
ML Pipelet, he is a well-tried treasure. 
In make-up, voice, and action he is always 
perfect ; he is the character he is repre- 





























sentine. BM. Lampion’s Paul was good, 
but he has done better things, but he 
and Mme. Reitrop played admirably to- 





gether in the struggle for the key of the 
foom in which Angélique is concealed. Tt 
is unfortunate for M. Nayap, who did all 
that was possible with the part, ‘hat the 
spectator is constantly wondering what the 
herbalist has to do with the play, except 
that he gives occasion now and then for an 
amusing situation with Moulinard. MM. 
Colmar is to be highly commended for his 
rendering of the not_very prominent part 
of the much-bullied Lucien. 





Miss Blockette's make-up as Angélique 
was a great success and, as might be 
expected, she was greeted with shouts 
of laughter whenever she appeared Miss 
Blockette is a most excellent actress, and 
the ouly criticism to be made on her 
representation of the innocent young girl 
of forty was that she looked almost tuo 
young. The part of Cécile was, of course, 
far below Mme. Reitrop’s powers ; she 
acted it charmingly and made all that was 
possible out of the scone with Paul already 
referred to, the only scene in which she had 
the slightest chance. Miss Dablin’s Ali 
was really delightful and defied cr 
and it must be remembered, though no-one 
would have guessed it, that she was speak- 
ing in a foreign language. Miss Nitram 
was a very good servant girl. 

‘M. Pipelet’s scenery and stage manage- 
ment were, as usual, admirable. One 
most acceptable reform he has made; 
ho has made all the scenery threo 
feet higher than it used to be, and tho 
improvement is most marked. ‘The scenes, 
a drawing-room in the country, opening on 
a garden, in the first act, and a draving- 
room at Poissy, with a view of Paris in 
the distance. in the second and third acts, 
were both charming and worthy of the art 
of Messrs. Lintonius and Lampion. Tho 
minute care and attention with which M. 
Pipelet puts his productions on the stago, 
aro too well known to need further allu- 
sion, and a better acted pieco all round, 
with more perfect finish and ensemble has 
never been soen at our Lyceum. It went 
80 smoothly and easily, that it might well 
have been a fiftieth instead of a first per- 
formance. It was a very amusing perform- 
ance, greatly enjoyed by all present, and 
we shall hear with pleasure that it is'to bd 
repeated. We felicitate the French A.D.C. 
on the éelat with which they have opened 
their season, and on the perfection of the 
arrangements for the comfort of the au- 
dience.

_ have for months stration @ fact. 
that certain persons ‘‘ employing the agen 
of a ‘Swedah merchant fore calaially 
proclaimed themselves as collectors of Fang 
and Ohaug, and have illegally ap; 

‘Teh for payment of the monies owing from 
him to the Bank.” 

‘The letter which was written by you 
to my Consul, Mr. Brenan, -regarding 
the matter, and which was shown to me 
by him, was very misleading ; Mr. Teh, I 
am informed, never had an opportunity of 
properly, i.e. legally, repudiating the claim 
Fado against him by’you, and although you 
state that the case has been tried, and 
judgment given against him, Iam able to 
prove that the proceedings were ex parte 
proceedings brought by you with the weight 
of your official status thrown into the scale. 

ir. Teh has behaved in a very straight- 
forward manner. He has acknowledged 
his indebtedness to the representatives of 
the Tang Sung Bank to whom he is in- 
debted, and has given an undertaking to 
pay off the debt as soon as he is able, and 
they have never assigned the debt to any 
one. 

I, therefore, on Teh’s behalf, request you 
to consent to his being released at once, on 
proper security being given, and thereby 
allow him the opportunity he will be only 
too glad to avail himself of, of proving con- 
clusively that he is not liable on the clai 
brought forward by you. 

‘You, on your part, should welcome such 
an opportunity. of making matters clear, 
and precluding the possibility of your 
action in this matter being misjudged. 

Unless I receive your assistance in 
having this case fully and fairly tried, 1

Sim,—At our accidental meeting at the 
British Consulate yesterday, you informed 
me that you had just given the fullest ex- 
planations to Mr. Brenan, and that if I 
would see him I should find everything 
satisfactorily explained. 

‘On seeing my Consul I was shown your 
letter to him of 22nd inst., a copy of which 
has been afforded me. From this letter [ 
notice that what is represented in your 
statement to the Tsunvli Yamén as an 
advance by you of Tis. 10.000 on Teh's 3 
promissory notes to be expended in charity 
in Szechuan, is in your letter described as 
an advance made by you of ‘a good sum 
and only on 7 per cont interest!” This 
discrepancy is striking and perplexing. 

‘You further express astonishment at my 
believing “such a prepostero:ts statement 
made by Teh that the notes were stolen 


from the Magistrate's Yamén.” 
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On asking my Consul what you had to 
say as to the manner in which you got hold 
‘of these notes, I was surprised to find 
that on this all-important point, you were 
unable or unwilling to give any clear in- 
formation. 

When it is understood that at the present 
moment two men, Kung Shun-jing and 
Ching Yuan, are in custody in the City 
accused of having assisted the impastors 
Yai Tsai-ming and Chany Zeh-foo in get- 
ting possession from the custody of the 
yamén of thy three promissory notes by 
false pretences, and that warrants are out 
for the spprehension of the two latter men; 
and that the lawful owners of the notes, 
Chang and Fang, are still daily advertising 
this matter, it can hardly be wondered at 
tint I give credence to the statement of 

‘eh. 

‘The unfortunate Teh has been a faithful 
servant of-ours for many years, and we 
shall relax no effort to secure his release 
from the cruel position in which you seem 
resolved to keep him, and in view of your 
early departure from Shanghai I beg to 
assure you in the most unmistakable man- 
ner that unless you accept one or the other 
of the following propositions before you 
leave, vis.— 

(1) That _you consent to the immediate 
release of Teh on substantial bail pending 
afull and fair trial of tho whole case to 
tako place without delay ; or 

(2) That you consent to the immediate 
release of Teh to come up for trial when 
called upon, adequate bail for his produc- 
tion in reasonable,time being provided, 

I shall at once proceed to give’ full 
publicity though the Press and otherwi 
to the whole of this correspondenc 
copies of which will be sent to the 
Native Authorities as also to your Home 
Government, with an urgent request that 
they will institute a searching enquiry 
into the whole business. 

Whilst deploring the necessity of crent- 
ing a grave seandal, I may point out that 
this ca only be averted by your acceptance 
of une or the other of the fair propositions 
given above.

I, the Empress-Dowager Tze-hsi-tuan-yu, 
ete., ete., being deeply concerned at the 
pitiable distress of my inhabitants in Shan- 
tung caused by the constant inundations of 
the Yellow River, issued the other day a 
decree calling upon all the high officials of 
the Metropolis and provinces to recommend 
some one expert in the science of river 
conservation to cope with the disaster aud 
suggestsomemeans to prevent for everthese 
over-recurring floods. As this matter ndmits 
of no delay, Thereby command the Grand 
Council, the Grand Secretariat, the Six 
Boards ‘and the Court of Censors to make 
1 joint report on the best method of coping 
with the above all-important question and 
report speedily the result to me. 

[Wote.—It will:bo seen that since her first 
tentative edict after the coup d'éat the 
majority of the decrees emanating from the 
Palace have been issued in the ‘Empress. 
Dowager’s name.

OURRYING FAVOUR WITH THE PEOPLE. 

I, the Empress Dowager zo hsi-tuan-yu, 
ete,, ete., desire herein to point out to all 
my officers, high und low, that the most 
important duty to be observerd in tho 
administration of tho affairs of the people 
is to try every case as soon as it is brought 

notice, ‘They should remember 
‘ay to show sympathy 
to settle their cases of 
litigation at the eatliest opportunity, I 
havo recently heard that officials have been 
in tho habit always to defer all sorts of 
cases brought to them days and months. 
‘They have, to supplement that laziness, 
instituted such places as houses of deter 
mm, houses to await trial, ote., in order 
that litigants may be made to await theic 
leisure to tigate their complaints. 
Consequently many innocent persons’ have 
been placed at the mercy of the extortionate 
demands of runners and clerks who purpose- . 
ly delay cases in order to bleed the litigants 
who approach tho yaméns. It is simply 
ible to name in a breath all tho 
evils that have arison though this delay 
in trying the cases of the people. Offic 
em to think that when the head of 
ly becomes involved in a law suit 
and is confined in one of these houses of 
detention all the rest are put into 9 state 
of unrest and anxiety most pitiable to 
witness. Officials must remember that the 
common people of small and limited means 
have ino time to take up litigation unless 
forced to by acts of injustice, and for tho 
officials to treat them with such levity and 
harshness is indeed unjustfiable and cruel to 
my people. I am, therefore, filled with 
indignation at all this and hereby command 
the Board of Punishinents, the Court of 
Censors, and all the Viceroys and Gover- 
nors of provinces to arrange a certain sot 
of rules for the guidance. of officials in 
judicial cases and a scale of rewards and 





































punishments to be meted out to officials 
according as they show diligence or neglect 
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in their duties on this head. All officials 
must be stringently commanded to observe 
the new regulations in future on pain of 
being severely denounced and punished. 
Lt this edict be proclaimed throughout 
the Empire. 

AN EXHORTATION. 

I, the Empress Dowayer Tze-hsi tuan- 
yu, ete, etc., desire to issue this decree 
fas ‘an exhortation to my people through- 
out the Empire, Of late, all the reports 
sont me by the Vicersys and Gover- 
nors of provinces, concerning summary 
executions, have mostly referred to rob 
bers and brigands. The ferocity of such 

_ ment is indeed cause for indignatior but 
again their stupidity moxes my heart to 
pity. Now the common excuse of these 
robbers when caught is that they had been 
pushed to rob by hunger and cold, but 
they never think that in doing so they have 
made themselves amonable to the last 

and that they nover can escape 

‘Moreover, such men are always 
active and nble-bodied: they aro never 
composed of the weak and incapable classes. 
Now how much ‘better would it not have 
been for these men to direct their activity 
and energy in farming and agriculture to 
get a livelihood, or, if not, they could 
asily join the army as soldiers where they 
could always have a chance of rising 
higher in social life by bravery and diligence 
iti their duties. . What a difference this, 
instend of being chained and ‘confined in 
prison! Being sure of nothing except it bo 
the loss of their heads! Such being tho 
ease let mo ask, which of those mentioned 
above will give a man most advantages? 
Moreover, as robbers, ns soon as they 
are captured they engulf their parents 
and brothers, their wives and children in 
the general ‘eatastrophe. Can they bear 
the responsibility all this incurs? Now, 
although Lam stopping in the innermost 
recesses of the Palace, I am yet night and 
day filled with thoughts for the welfare of 
my poople, and so issuo the admonition to 
my children to consider their evil ways 
and deserve my anxiety for them by becom- 

+ ing good citizens, Let the Viceroys and 
Governors of provinces make known 
this my decree, to all my people in tho 

Empire.

opinion that some distinction should be 
made between leaders and followers, and 
that all members of a band of robbers 
when eaught ought not to be executed 
toaman. Hence I hereby command the 
Grand Council, Board of Punishments, 
Court of Censors, and Court of Revision 
to make a joint report to me and see what 
‘ought to be done to show a merciful dis- 
tinction between leaders and followers in 
‘a band of robbers or pirates when brought 

. to their-trial. 

[Note: It will have been observed from 
one of the decrees translated above that the 
Empress Dowager is anxious to induce the 
innumerable bands of robbers and pirates 
in China to join her new arwy, and in order 














to show that she is in earnest about it 
follows that decree with the present one 
expressing her wish to be merciful towards 
them. What all this points to is perhaps 
obvious to all who can read-between the 
lines since the coup d'état of the 22nd of 
September last.—Ep.

GREAT FIRE IN CANTON 
ROAD. 
+ 

Shortly afterfout o'clock on Monday last a 
destructive fire broke out in a small native 
shop at the corner of Hoopeh and Canton 
Roads. The buildings in the immediate 

ighbourhood were mostly old and just 
in that condition that when a fire once 
gets hold there is no saviog the premises. 
‘The wind also was in the most favourable 
quarter for the spread of the flames, and 
in'a very short space of time the conflaya- 
tion had assumed alarming proportions. 
A-dense fog was hanging over the Settle- 
ment at the time and the fire was not seen 
by the watchmen in the bell-towers, the 
first intimation being given by a French 

jolice constable who noticed the glare as 

we was on his way home after coming off 
duty. He at once went to the French’ 
police station and gave the alarm. ‘The 
Stations in the English Settlement were 
telephoned to and the members of the 
French Company notitied, with the result 
that the latter were on the spot and had 
two streams playing on the flames bef 
the alarm was rang from the Central 
Station, On thé arrival of the firemen it’ 
was at once seen that it was hopeless to 
save any of the buildings involved and the 


























the firemen were able to leave, four streams 
being left to-play on the still burning ruins, 
‘This is undoubtedly tho most extensive 
fire that has occurred in Shanghai for many 
years, it being estimated that some 250 
houses were destroyed. It is, however, 
somewhat difficult to arrive at the exact 
number, on account of the system of num- 
bering employed. In all 148 Municipal 
numbers were burnt out, but as in some 
cases a single number covers two or even 
more houses, it will be seen that at present 
ir is impossible to give the exact number 
destroyed. The damage caused by tho 
fire it is also impossible to state with any 
degree of accuracy, but it is estimated 
at’ Tis. 100,000, and the insurance at 
about half that amount. Several minor 
accidents occurred to members of the 
Brigade during the progress of tho fire, 
but with one exception none of them 
were of a serious nature. One of the 
members of the Deluge Co., had his faco 
very severely hurned, but we are pleased 
to learn that he is progressing favourably. 
‘The total loss sustained by the insuranco 
companies was Tis. 39,500; ‘Tls. 24,500 
of which was on buildings and’ the re- 
mainder on contents, . The following com- 
panies wero interested to the amounts 
named: Royal, ‘Tis. 13,000; Hongkong, 
and China, ‘Tis. 7,000 each ; Manchester, 
‘Pls, 2,800; Queen, ‘Tis. 600; South British, 
Tis. 2'500; Commercial, ‘Tis. 600; Union 
of London, ‘ls. 3000} and Law Union 
and Crown, Tis. 3,000,”

Dr. Greig said :-— 

‘The extent of the trafic upon the Amur 
and its tributaries is great and growing, 
I saw a dozen steamers before reaching 
Khabarovsk. There is said to be a mer- 
cantile fleet of over a hundred steamers, 
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and as many barges, at present on the 
‘Amur and its branches. Captain Buanof 
and his brothers own four steamers like 
the one I travelled on. They were built 
nt Blagoveshehensk, aud the engines and 
machinery came from Germ: ‘The 
ordinary eatrying trade is priveipally up 
thr river. Often the steamers coming 
down carry only pine or other wood. I 
saw very few British goods; they were 
mostly American, German, Japanese, and 
Russian, The trade is xrowing so rapidly 
that to meet its requirements six or eight 
new steamers are lnunched at Bin 
veshchensk every year. The freight that 
Captain Buanof received for carrying rails 
from Imann to Stretensk was eighty-seven 
Kopecks er pood (that is, about Is. 93d. 
per 36 English pounds). Some of 
sailors on board were Chinese, and some 
were Russians. Both alike received thirty 
toubles per month of wages. (Rouble=2s. 
1a.) ‘i 

‘Phe fare 1 got on boatd was principally 

tato soup with pieces of boiled beef in 
it, two or three times a day, tea in glasses, 
ryo bread and rusks, and’ now and then 
fish, eggs, meat pies, and sour butter 
(smetana). The tablecloth could not be 
called clean, and the serviettes were hand-

the tureen in the centre of the table. A 
little more cleanliness and Jess roughness 
would not have been amiss, but we got 
along all right. 

From Stretensk there were.1,300 miles 
of post-rond_travelling to be done in a 
tarantass, “Dr. Greig found: a young 
Corean who was goimg to Irkutsk an 
they agreed to travel together, two travel 
ling as cheaply as one on a Russian post- 
ivad.

Lake Baikal is very esting. It is 
sbout 60 versts wide opposite the mouth 
of the Solenga, whero we crossed it, and 
is measly 400 versts long. "We sailed for 
hours close to the western shore. On it

It wasexm ; butIam 
told that, sometimes terrific ‘mo 
blasts lash the water into foam, 1 
danger navigation. It is the only fresh- 
water Inke in the world which contains 
seals, Did they come up the Yenisei and 
Angara from the Arctic Ocexn ? The 
dour of the mountains, the solemn stillness, 
broken only by the splash of the paddles, 
and the solitude of Lake Baikai, can never 
Ue forgotten by me. 

Dr. Greig gave a most interesting ac- 
count of Irkutsk, the largest and best- 
known, town in Central Siberia, where he 
was most courteously received by the 
Governor, and spent threedays sight-seeing, 
accompanied by “ta gentleman in the Go- 
verument service.” On the evening of the 
29th of July he started on his last tarautass 
journey to Kansk, which he reached on the 
4th of August, the 1,300 miles of post-roxd 
travelling having cust him 100 roubles. At 
Bansk he took the train to Moscow, the 
fare for himself in a comfortable second- 
class car and his baggxge being only 70 
roubles. From Moscow he proceeded, he 
said, ‘‘by rail to Warsaw, Berlin, and 
Hamburg, and thence by steamer to Leith. 
Tho. whole journey from Kirin to Leith 
took 76 days, and only cost £75.” 

‘Two other quotations from the lecture 
we must make before we conclude. Dr. 
Greig mentioned that the captain and pilot 
of the steamer in which he leit Imann were 
Dissenters, there being a very large num- 
ber of Dissenters in Eastern Siberia, who 
are not persecuted by the Government; 
and he said :— 4 

By the time I had beena few days on 
board I felt quite at home, and began to 






























know the captain and pilot little. They 
gave me much useful and interesting infor- 
mation, though, alas, ny imperfect know- 
Igdge of Russian prevented me availing 
iyself of their knowledge to the full. They 
toll me they were hoth Dissenters, and not 
of the Greek Church, and that in the town 
of Blaoveshchensk, where they live, there 












ecuted by the Gove

to their conscience; but they 
are not allowed to evanselise members of 
the Greek Church. I learned to sing one 
of their hymns, which struck me as 
peculively plaintive and quaint. They 
seemed to know a goud deal of the New 
‘Testament, 

In conversation with these men I learn- 
ed the way in which the common people 
in Russia, even Dissenters, look upon our 
nation. ‘They consider us clever, rich, 
and grasping, ever to be watched, and, if 
possible, checkmated in our political 
schemes of axgrandisement. Even the 
uissionary enterprises of Great Britain 
are looked upon with suspicion, and 
are frequently openly asserted to be pro- 
secuted for the extension of our empire. 
Anglophobia seems to be as acute in 
Russia as Russophobia is among  our- 
selves. It is a great pity that it should 
be so. Doubtless there are faults on both 
sides, but I think it should be the 
aim of our statesmen more and more to 
convinep Russia of our desire for friend- 
ship, abd not to yield to the temptation, 
when Russia seems aygressive, to trent her 
as an irreconcilable foe. It seems to me 
that we have both inany common interests 
in Asia, which hy our jealousy. of each 
other we may injure, and which by our 
friendly ed-operation’ we could greatly 
advance. 

And his concluding sentences were :— 

It was a most enjoyable and instructive 
trip, and T do not reget for a moment the 
fatigue, the time, and the money it cost. 

‘The threo things which perhaps im- 
pressed me most were the strength of 
Rassia as a military power, the extent of 
useful and in parts beautiful but un- 
developed territory she possesses in Siberia, 
and the great.desirability to Russia of the 
sunny, fertile, and wealthy mineral pro- 
vinee of Manchuri

We published on the 27th instant the 
jadgment of the Taotai in the suit brought 
oy 





the above Bank azainst Wai Poo-kee 
and Woo Chee-dong. Mc. Byron Brenan, 
the British Assessor and H.M.’s Consul- 
General, has now wade the following protest 
against the judgment in question :— 

Tdissent from the judgment given by Tsti 
Taotai in the case of the Bank of China, 
Japan, and the Straits versus Wai Poo-kee 
and Woo Chee-dong for the following 
reasons :— 

‘The Taotai states in his judgment that 
«the most important principle involved in 
this case is as to what law should be ap- 
plied in giving judgment thereon, and 
whether the special agreement should be 
binding on the defendants.” I complain 

in giving his judgment the Taotai hos 
ed the only law applicable in the 
case—that is, Chinese law. By Chinese lnw 
8 Chinese subject is held bound by any 
contract he may enter into of his own free 
In this case Wai Poo-kee and Woo 
Chee-dong, in consideration of their being 
allowed to take shares, contracted to pay 
certain sums of money when called upon, 
and in the event of any question arising 


























between them aiid the Bank, to have such 
questions decided according to English law. 
Wai Poo-kee, that is, agreed that his 
liabilities would be the same as those of 
any English shareholder. It was perfectly 
lawful for him to make such a contract, 
and it was the duty of the Chinese Court 
to ascertain what an English shareholdec’s 
liabilities would have been under similar 
circumstances, and then decide that. Wai 
Poo-kee was equally liable, 

The Ta tai argues. that Chineso subjects 
are to be governed by the laws of their own 
country. This I admit; and the Taotai 
will also doubtless admit that in England, 
France, Gerinany, and .the United States,. 
the laws of these countries are applicable 
when their respective subjects are con- 
cerned. And yet it is matter of common 
ocourrence in these countries, especially in 
cases of marine insurance and average, 
that contracts are made in which it is 
stipulated that in certain given circumstan- 
ces. claim shall be decided according to the 
law of some other country; aud’ then, 
when a claim arises, the Court before which 
it is brought ascertains what that other 
country's law is on the subject, aud 
gires judgment in accordance therewith. 

‘The Taotai has apparently failed to 
grasp the meaning of Article II of the 
Ghefoo Convention. Its meaning is simply 
that in China British subjects are under 
British jurisdiction, and Chines subjects 
are under Chineso jurisdiction. ‘There had 
heretofore been some confusion on this 
point in the minds of Chinese officials, 
and they occasionally maintained that the 
words hui tung (jointly) used in Art. XVI 
and XVIT of the Tientsin Treaty indicated, 
that in cases of dispute between British 
and Chineso subjects, a joint tribunal 
should be held in which the British and 
Chinese officials should have equal powers. 
The Chefoo Convention disposed of this 
erroneous ide, 

Although it has no bearing on the pro- 
sent case I inust domur to another state- 
ment made by the Total, for if it is 
allowed to pass unchallenged, it would 
have serious consequences in all commer- 
cial transactions. ‘The Taotai states that 
by Chinese law ‘a man may not be forced 
to pay extra money on his shares against 
his will.” ‘This isnot correct. If a busi- 
ness in which several partners have exch 
put in a certain sum of money becomes 
bankrupt, the partners are responsible to 
the creditors for the full amount of their 
debts ; and Chineso law will require them 
to pay extra monoy on their shares. 

T have also to complain of the tnnecos- 
sary longth to which these proceedings 
wero allowed by the Court to be protracted. 
The Taotai in his judgment states that 
the most important principle involved. is 
whether the special agrecmont made be- 
tween the plaintiffs and the defendants 
should he binding on the defendants. 
This is the question which on the 9th 
‘of September I requested the Court to 
decide ; and the decision could have been 
given as well on the 9th of September as 
fon the 2th of October. Although the 
‘Taotai must have already made up his mind 
that, in the words of his judgment, this 
agreement “must he cancelled and ‘made 
null and void,” yet he allowed the procoed- 
ings to continue as if he intended to give 
due consideration to the terms of the 
agreement, and at the very time that the 
defendants were insisting that English 
law had no bearing whatever on the case 
he allowed thein to waste the time of the 
Court by quoting pages from English law 
books, and thus unnecessarily prolonging 
the proceedings at great expense to the 
British plaintiffs.

(rRoM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT.) 
——— 

Paris, Saturday. —Of for a week's cycling 
‘in Touraine, and elsewhere. Steamboat’

Lyon. 

France is unmistakeably in the forefront) 
of civilisation from ‘the cyclist’s point of. 
viow, You are expected tn cycle, instead 
of being merely tolerated. ‘The ruads, 
except in the north-east, luck as if they 
were constructed and kept in order for the. 
especial benefit of whesluien. ‘The railway: 
‘companies convey your machine any dis- 
tance for » penny. You can even take it’ 
‘ona penny steamboat without extra charge. 
‘The hotels treat you well, «nd don’t object, 
to ladies in bloomers. 

‘Train to Fontainebleau, 37 miles. We 
pay « visit 10 our old friend the palace and 
then pedal through the forest to Barbizon, 
the pretty little village in which Milletand 
his friend Roiisseau, the pioneers of mo- 
derii French landscape art, lived and work- 
ed for so many years, we the coarse 
dress and eating the coarse food of the 
peasants and getting as close to Nature 
as they could. Theic heads, carved in 
profile by the seulptor Chap and cast 
in bronze, are to be seen on x rock 
on the outskirts of the :village. Millet’s 
well’ known Angelus landscape, with 
the tower of the church wf Chailly in 
the background, xn be easily identified. 
Until quite recently the old peasant 
woman who served xs Millet’s model in 
the Angelus was still living at Barbizon. 
‘Millet himself lies in the little cemetery nt 
Chailly, close to his friend and biographer 
Sensier. Chailly was the favorite haunt 
of Dinz and Claude Monet, who have 
loft. sprcimens of their skill ou the wall 
of tho hotel dining-room. Dinz painted 
fan exquisite bunch of flowers and Monet 
fa large sketch of « hunting scene on this 
wall as a wedding present to the hostess, 
but the colours have lost much of their 
original brightness. “Marlotte, on the 
other side of the forest, was another 
favourite resort of painters, but the artist 
colonies of former times have practically 
cexsed to exist. Competition and the 
struggle for life have killed the sentiment 
of confeaternity. Rosa Bonheur lives in 
solitary style at By, on the roal to Moret, 
with no companions but hier dogs and an 
old servant. 

To bed at the sigu of the Golden Key, 
Barbizon. Next morning, early stroll pro- 
posed: no one astir: open window and 
ftep out. Breakfast in roal French style : 
café an lait in thick howls, chunks of

Picnic iti the forest just outside Fon- 
tainebleau. ‘These ‘impromptu outdoor 
meals are half the charm of cycling. There 
is a spice of novelty about forging for 
provisions-and eating them in the sweet 
air of field or forest. ‘The food tastes 
Detter than any meal in an in parlour. 
Not that the country inn is to be despised 
we were often thankful for the intelligent: 
readiness of the good women who organised 
‘a meal for us out of riothing at five minates' 
notice, All the same, we preferred to 
picnic Whenever the time permitted. One 
of these wecasions lingers in the inemory 
with an especially grateful savonr. ‘Tho 
shops in the main street of the village 
provided us with bread, mext, and other 
essentials. ‘Then’ we enquired for straw- 
berries and creain.’ A goud-natured young 
woman led ns nearly half a mils out of her

house, ‘whero the strawberries were soon 
forthcomin, your insipid squashed 
fruit that looks as if it had travelled far in

pull xs much as we require. We sit down 
under a friendly clump of trees aud eat, 
drink, and are merry.

on our way. 

At Fontainebleau we turn our faces west- 
werd and prepare to start in earnest. 
That is to sy, Corynthia does. A mers 
man just whips his leg over the saddle and 
rides off, but women manage these t! 

I always like to ses Coryat 
start, First of all she walky her machine 
along until the right-hand pedal arrives at 
the proper position.

Orléans is celebrate! for vinegar, ph 
princes, and the Maid. ‘Thore isn ng 
away from her. She has an equestrian 
statue—a very dark and dingy our—in the 
middle of thé Place du Martti, A tiblet in 
a little winding street hard by indicates the 
te of the house in which she stayed after 
er victorious entry. In the cathedral you 
meet with some rather fine modern windows 
iMostrating the chief incidents inf her career, 
‘An ancient house, reputed to have been 
the residence of Agaes Sorel, is now a 
Jeanne d’Are museum and is, tomy mind, 
the most ‘interesting place in Orléans. 
With that intelligent appreciation of his- 
tory which inctive a feature of 
French municipalities, the Town Council 
Dought the house some years ago, when it 
was in asadly dilapidated condition, and 
carefully restored it. The house has a 
curiously retiring, not to say timi!, ap- 
pearduce. x8 if ashamed of its association 
with the irregular Agnes. A long, narrow 
passage leads from the street into’ little 
courtyard, the only point from which the 
exterior can be seen. It is simple but 
dignified and is not spoiled by over-restor- 
ation, The eye is not offended by patches 
‘of conspicuously new stone stantling ont 

st the dark grey walls. The first 
floor is supported on a strong but graceful 
colonnade. ‘The windows of the principal 
floors take up an unusually large pro- 
portion of the wall space; and it is 
somewhat surprising to find on enter. 
ig. that they do not light the principal 
rooms but merely a -natrow corridor, 
from’ which » low door xives en‘rance 
to the apartments. One is constrained to 
ask why our fifteenth-century forefathers 
eonsented to duck their heads whenever 
they went through a doorway. Either they 
were much shorter than the present-geno- 
ration +r they ‘were indifferent to evick in 
the neck. 

‘The Jeanne -d’Arc collection is interes- 
ting, though without a'single relic of-the 
id herself. There are plenty of imagi 
tive portraits by modern artists: but none 
of Jeanne’s contemporaries preserved her 
inspired features for the benefit of poste- 
rity. What would we not-gire now fora 
genuine drawing, however crude, of the 
wonderful woman whose aspect alone drove 
many of her adversaries to ‘desert ‘for 
feare-of-the: mayde.” ‘Fhe: visitor -with'a 














































































hankering for relics must fall back on less 
distinguished personalities of those rough 
times. The museum possesses a lock of 
the Duke of Bedford's hair and three 
skeleton fingers of the French commander 
Dunois duly certified by grave-rubbing 
antiquaries. To judge by his haie, which 
is intensely black, Belford inust have 
been as Norman as his ancestors who 
invaded England nearly four hundred 
years before his time. 

The cathedral did not impress us very 
greatly, The front is imposing but some- 
what The towers, built in theee 
storeys, terwinats abruptly and lave a 
truncated appearance... ‘The sides are 
spoiled by inharmonious Rennissance 
tals built early in the eighteenth 
century. 

We pick our way cautiously out. of 
Orléans, over some very greasy cobbles, 
and make the acquaintance of the Loire, 
of which we are to seo x good, dent 
during the rest of our tour, [t'is a 
must imposing stream, wider -than the 
Thames at London Bridge but much 
shallower ant full of mu-banks. As a 
navigable highway the middle Loire seems 
to be of no necount. Wosaw no vessel 
of ‘any kind upon its waters except ono 
little sailing boat. ‘The river must have 
silted up steadily, for we em hardly sup- 
pose that the parties who founded all the 
cities on its banks were actuated solely. by 
msthetic motives. 

Five minutes’ halt 10 take a photograph 
of Oriéxns, with the Cathedral towers 
rising majestically above the sea of roofs, 
and then towards Chambord. The road 
leads through a rich and bewutiful country, 
coltivated with an alciost Chinese through 
Scarcely a cottage is without its 
ineyard, and there is a general air of neat- 
ness and prosperity, tough many of the 

nts, and especialy the women, go 
Birefoor, ‘The politeness and friendliness 
of the people all through the Orléanais 
and Touraine we found very refreshing after 
our experiences in Paris. In place of the 
brusque “Comment?” whon. x question 
was not understood, the gentle * Platt-it?” 
was always used by oven the humblest 
peasant. Their ways served to impress 
tpon us. the absurdity of assuming, as 
itors fron abroad too often do, that 
Paris stands for France. 

‘At Cléry, ten miles from Orléans, we 
came upon the xntiquarian trouvaille of 
the journey. The fins old Guthic church, 
agreat deal to» big for the stragsling vil- 
[age wan wo. know, the burl’ pico of 
Louis XI, but we were hardly prepured 
for the intimate acquaintance we were tr 
make with what is left, of that remark- 
able monarch. An enquiry brought, forth 
no less a person than Af. le Curé him- 
self. He turned out to be not orily an 
amisble old gentleman, full of courtesy 
to the wondering stranger, but an en- 
thusiastic archmwologist as’ well. With 
the assisiance of a youthful verger he 
first showed us a cupboard full of won- 
derful church plats, including a silver- 
gilt ostensoir stuided with jewels and 
decorated with rings, chains, and other 
votive offerings from pilgrims to the 
shrine of Notre Dame de Cléry. An- 
other cupboxrd, ou the other side of the 
vestry—the cdté prfane, as wpposed to the 
cété réigiewx, the yood Curé explained with 
a smile was full of ancient curios calculated 
to make an antiquary’s mou'h water. Most 
of them the Curé had discovered in an old 
house of the neighbourhood and had 
bought for a few sous. There was quite 
an assortment of sixte-nth and seventeenth 
century iron and brass Iams. Some won- 
derfully artistic fenry IE locks, and a 
queer little pallock in the shape of « 
Kettle, were the gems of the collection. 

‘Then we were introduced to the Founder. 
As everyone knows, Louis was exceedingly 
religious towards the close of his wicked 
old existence. Notre Dame de Cléry is the 
principal existing monument of his some- 
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twhat tardy conversion. He built it partly 
88 a propitiation for his sins and partly 
as an asylum for his remains. Why he 
should have chosen such an out-of-the-way 
spot as Cléry it is hard to say. At any 
vate, the church was built under his 


modern copy of the old one, now preserved 
inside the building—dominares the centre.

She remuined 
outside the vault and shuddered. 

‘The section of the cranium was perfectly 
regular, indicating that autopsy lix:t been 
made," ‘There was a remarkably deep 
indentation on the interior of the frontal 
bone ; and if it be trun that the working 
of the brain affects its bony covering, it 
might be readily supposed that this in- 
entation was produced by the terrible 
fright Louis experienced while he was in 
the power of the Duke of Burgundy. TI 
at any rate, is the Abbé Saget’s the 
and it would be interesting to hear what 
science his to say on tho point.

Louis was young and inexperienced-then. 

Of other actors in the grext drama 
of history Chambord has few souv 
Stanislas Leezinski, the wander 
of Poland, faher-in-law of Loui 
lived here’ for a few years aad so did 
Marshal Saxe, thy victor of Fontensy, 
whose life, as Me. Henry James pregnantly 
remarks, ‘would have ‘been longer if he 
had been lew determined to make it 
agreeable. Tt was here that the Comte de 
Chambord penned hie fruitless manifesto 
to the French after the Franco-German 
war. The Count bequeathed the estate to 
his Te-tinn nephews, the Duke of Parma 
and Count of Bardi, who visit it only 
during the shooting season and spend a 
vall fortune every year in restoration and 
,pairs ; for which public-spirited conduct 
wandering tourists ought to be grateful, 

Dinner—during which Corynthia, who 
always makex the hest use of her’ time, 
clicits fron the attendant havdmaid how 
to cook petits pois & Ia Initue—a final 
ciyarette in the cou! night air on the brink 
of.the castle moat, and ao to bed. 

‘Astir hetimes with a view to reaching 
Blois be‘ore the sun becomes too over- 
powering. Just as we are about to star’ 
mine host arrives with the fatal news that 
oryathia’s front tire his collapsed, through 
tio apparent cause. We put a now tube in 
the valve «nd apply the pump; failure. 
‘The pump-tube bursts and has to be re- 
paire |, We take out the air-chamber aud 

ase it through a tab of water in search of 
bubbles ; failure again. ‘The chef smoking 
a short. pipe, arrives on the scene and tries 
his hand, no better success. Finally in 
despair we replace the air chamber, once 
more apply the pump, and behold't the 
tire remains »s firm and plump as a welle 
regulated tie should. We ask ourselves 
in vain the reason of its previous miscon- 
duct ; cycling is full of these mysteries. 

Blois turns out t» be a highly pictur- 
esque ol city, built on the side of a hill 
overlooking the right bin’ of the Loire. 
Most of the streets are hts of steps and 
all she stops are steep. 























































A few days! walk 

hout Blois woul! iw excellent pre- 
tion for mountaineering, fur it seems 
possible to go anywhere in the city 
ithout climbing. There are some fine old 
churches and «small R 
but the grest feature 
castle. Seen from the outside, i 
resembles its contemporary at St Gei 
a compromise in red and white brick be- 
tween a medieval fortress and a Renai 
sance palace. In the courtyard the beautiful 
sing built by Francis I, with its ret 
able open. staircsse, engrosses atte 
set off as it is by the formal west wing 
built by Manserd in 1635 for Gaston 
@Orléans. But the historic associations of 
the place are still more enthralling than its 
architectural beauties. We passed through 
the rooms occupie! by Catherine de Mé- 
dicis, in one of which she lay trembling 
with fever and waiting fur the news of the 
assassination of the Duc de Guise in the 
room abore. We followe | in the footsteps 
of the unfortunate duke, from th» dining 
room in which he sit eating sugar plums 
and warming himself at the fire while await- 
ing the king’s summons, through the king's 












































bedroom, into the c’oset where the first 
attack was mide on him by: the nine 
guardsmen, and hack to the spot on which 
he sank down and expired. We could 
imagine the treacherous king hastening 
through the door at the opposite ead uf the 
bedroom to kick his fallen enemy.' Close 
by we saw the dungeon in which the 
Dake’s brother, the Cardinal de Lorraine, 
was confined, and the corridor in which 
hs, too, was murdered few hours after 
his brother. We should have liked to see 
the room in which Henri III was assassi- 
nated in his turn, but that was at St. 
Cloud and the Germans have left ns vestige 
of it, Wo had to be satistied with a glance 
at the window through which Marie de 
Médicis escaped by night, and a visit to 
the fine, vaulted hall, built by Louis XU, 
the scene of the fruitless attempts of tteati 
IIL to conciliate the Btats Généraux. 

‘The grent heat obliged us to take tho train 
over our next stage, to Amboise, twenty-one 
miles further down the Loire. ’ As at Blois 
the castle ocoupies the summit of a hill, 
close to the river, with the hwuses cluster- 
ing round its base. With its. great. towers 
and enormously thick walls, the chdteax 
is distinctly a fortress, Tt’ ean culy be 
approached by way of a steep and narrow 
path, and the grent height of the building 
mukes the terrace at the top an uurivalled 
pyint of vantage from which to survey the 
rich and beautiful valley of tho. Loire, 
The tiny chupel, perchgd on a corner, of 

ome wondrou-ly 
delicate carving, kept in remarkable pre- 
servation hy the pure air and the sun’s 
rays which bathe the chapel from top to 
bort-m. It is difficult to helieve that the 
unknown arvists who plied their chisuly on 
this clean white stone have been dust and 
ashes these there hundred years, “A small 
slab on the floor of the chapel bears the 
name of Leonardo da Vinci, who died at 
Amboise in the arms of his patron Francis 
I an! was buriot in the church of St 
Florentin hard by, whence his remains 
were removed to the chapel iw 1874. At 
the further end wf the terrce we were 
shown the low portal. aga'nst which Cherles 
VIII, hurrying down’ to play tennis in 
the courtyard, struck his head with such 
force that hs died a few hones later, 
Charles by the by, is very closely come 
ed with Amboive. He was born in tho 
older portion of the chateau, constructed 
by his father Louis XI; he completed the 
building, his children were born and his 
own life ended in it. In the front of the 
castle we stood upon the balcony frm 
which some scores of Huguenots wore 
hanged in the presonco-of Francis IT ad 
his court, The rooms adjoining were 
occupied by the gallant Arab chief Abd- 
el-Kader. Death, massacre and captivity, 
such are the assnciations of Amboise. Ab 
present it is being averted into a honse 
of for old servants of the Orléans 
family. 

Next morning a lovely ride vf fifteen 
miles along tho left bank of the Loire 
brought us to'Tours. ‘The ancien’: capital of 
Touraine proved to be much lesspicturesqua 
than we had anticipated. Firstly it is 
perfectly fat, and secondly all its old 
houses have vither been improved off the 
face of the earth or squeezed into out-of- 
the-way corners where they cannot be seen. 
It is a distinctly respectable, not to sey 
genteel, city, but rather disappointing. ‘Tho 
cathedral has au elaborately docurated 
west front with two very lofty towers, a 
fine nave and some richly: coloured old 
windows. ‘There was once a solid silver 
railing around the shrine of St. Martin, 
but we were too Inte to see it. Louis XI 
vowed to erec* this railing out of gratitude 
for the dexth of his enemy of Burgundy, 
He afrerwards displayed strong symptoms 
of a desire to “get out of it,” but un- 
fortunately the vow had been made so 
publicly, in the fulness of the guod king's 
joy, that he was obliged to “execute 
himself,” as the French say. Forty years 
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afterwards Francis I, in one of his recur- 
ring attacks of impocuiiosity, seiz-d the 
railing and converted it into coin, 

‘From Tours a ride of 6f-eon miles west- 
ward took us to the chdtean of Az 
Rideau. another of thosearchitectural gems 
for which we have to thank Francis. I 
Entirely surround-d by trees, which allow 
only an imperfect glimpse of the building 








from the high-road, and washed on one} 


side by the narrow waters of the Indre, 
Azay-le-Ridenu is inexpressibly attractive. 
There is an air of lightness and gaicty 
about. it. like a woman rejuicing iv geace 
and beauty. : 

Its richly sculptured front, its projecti 
entablature imitating a row of battlemen 
its carved chimneys and tall dormer win- 
dows rising from the high-pi ched roof, 
combine to forin one of the purest existing 
specimens wf French Renaissance architec- 
ture. Its chief internal treasures are an 
elaborately carved staircase ceiling and an 
interesting collection of historical portraits. 

‘Thirteen miles further westward we came 
to Chinon, fxmous for its association with 
Jeanne d’Are and Rabelais, That geutle- 
man d'd no‘hing more remarkable here 
than come into the world, ani the event 
is commemorated by a very b'ack sta'ue 
‘on the quay. The house in which he was 
born has long since disappeare!, but the 
Maid has stills very substantin! monument 
in the mighty ruins of the ca-tle. It was 
here that she came to summon Charles VIL 
to drive the English ontof France. Every 
‘one kinows the courtly Story of the noble- 
inan who personated the king but failed to 
decrive the inspired maid, One wall 
is all that remains of the hall: in which 
this incident’ occurred, but the tower 
occupied by Jeanne while the preparations 
for the match on Orléans were being made 
stands very much as she left it. Long 
before her time the castle of Chinon was 
an important place. Tt was hero that 
Henry I of England died of grief on learn- 
ing that his favourite son John was con- 
spiring against him. 

Returning t» Tours, a very deliberate 
and methodical train took us to Chenon- 
cenux, twenty miles to the east’ Here wo 
found one of the most charming of the 
many beautiful chéteaux in Touraine. It 
has the richly decorated roof-windows, the 
swmall round turre's with pointed caps, 
and other graceful features conspicnus 
in Azay-le-Ridenu, and it has one unique 
feature: a wing’ built on arches over 
the river Cher. ‘The main building was 
constructed on the right bank of the 
river about the year 1515, the wing 
being added some sixty years Inter by 
Catherine de Médicis, who lived here for 
some time after the tragic death of her 
husband Henri II had enabled her to 
eject her predecessor and rival Diane de 

oitiers. Since those days Chenonceaux 
has had little history,if we except the visit 
of Jean Jacques Rousseau, who spent seve- 
ral weeks here in 1747 and, in his ovn 
words, ‘became as fat axa m The 
chdteats is now the property of a rich Ame- 
rican, Mr. Terry, the brother-in-law of the 
unfortunate prima donna Sibyl Sanderson. 

From Chenoncedux a long climb up the 
side of the valley of the Cher and-down 
that of the Loire brought us back to 
Ambvise, where we slept. Next day we 
follower the Loire bac towards Orléans, 
stopping on our way for another ab 
Mol and a visit to the Bne old ehdbeay 
of Chaumont, which rears its massive 

“walls on a hil some two hundred fect 
above the river. Chaumont is of earlier 
date than most of its fellows in Touraine 
and has many features of the feudal 
fortress, such a¢ a pait of enormous round 
towers - commanding the main entrance 
and drawbridge, which, by the bye, is 
still raised every night. The inevit- 
able chambre de Catherine de Médicis is 
here, and close by is another dark and 
sinister apartment: once occupied by her 
astrologer ‘and poisoner-in-ordinary—Rug- 
























































gieri. Further on is the bedroom of Dian® 
do. Poitiers who was allowed to reire to 
i Chaumont after_her expulsion from Che- 
noneeaux. Provided as they are with 
sixteenth centu y furniture, these rooms 
convey a much more realistic impression 
than the empty halls of Blois and Che- 
nonceaux. 

| Failing to reach Orléans that night we 
slept t Meung-ur-Loire, where I cangh’ 
| myself trying to identify the inn at which 
| D’Actagnan arrived on his yellow horse 
from the paternal abode in Gascony. Next 
morning on to Orléins, only to be caught 
| in a shower of rain and be obliged to take 
the train n-rthwards to Etunpes: thence 
by a most picturesque but fatiguing rad 
to Cernay-Ja-Ville, and back to Paris next 
morning through’ the lovely scenery of 
{the valley of Chevreuse, after a week's 
tour.to which we look back with unfeigned 
plessure.

Manila, 10th October. 
‘The usual serenity of affairs concerning 
the Filipinos has been considerably. dis- 
turbed during the last few days, The 
Intest trouble has been a brush with the 
English naval men. On Sunday a launch. 
cand party of men from the Powerful went 
up the Pasig intending to go to the En- 
lish cemetery for the purpose of burying 
‘Acoivrade who had died of fever. As is 
usual in such cases there was an armed 
escort to fire the salute over the grave. 
‘The English cometery lies within the rebel 
lines, and as the launch went up the river 
there was no trouble until the American 
outposts had been passed and the Filipino 
sentry sighted ; then came the order to halt. 
.A Filipino. sergeant informed the officer in 
charge that as there were armed men in the 
{party they. could proceed no further. It 
Iras explained. that it was merely. a funeral 
formality and that » salute is always fired 
jin honour of departed-comrades.  How- 
lever, the sergeant could do nothing but 
‘obey orders, and he referred the officer to 
the lieucenant. ‘The officer went ashore 
and splashed throagh paddy fields until he 
/finally unearthed the lieutenant, but this 
worthy could not be brought to take the 
authority upon his shoulders, and could do 
nothing more than demand an Aguinaldo 
pass from the Englishman, — which 
‘unfortunately he did not possess.

He re- 
fuses to tell where it came from but merely 
says: “Oh picked it up on a little trip to 
the south.” 

Paymaster Wilcox and Liout, Sargeant 
of the Monadnock left for a month’s trip 
into the interior on Saturday. ‘They took 
with them eight pack-hors-s loaded with 
provisions, instraments, and soon. Itis 
expected that they will take copious notes 
on the country, the people, government, 
soldiers, and the general state of affairs, 
Aguinaldo has furnished them with his best 
quality. passports and hopes that, a satia- 
factory report will he given to Admiral 
Dewey. 

‘A new paper under Spanish manage- 
ment has made ita appearnioe. It isa tert 
of comic illustrated sheet called the Kon 
Leche. Dewey, Merritt, Aguinaldo, and 
soldiers of both sides are caricatured und 
the witticisms are rather doubtfal, but 60 
far it has not been disturbed. 

‘The smallpox is still increasing, but very 
slowly. Every effort is. being’ made to 
stamp out the disease in the beginning ; 
the patients are kept in big hospital tents 
and around the enclosure a high wire fence 
has been erected. Fortunately we have 
had nearly a week of quite cool weather 
and it has caused the release of over two 
hundred fever patients.

THE POSITION AT MANIDA. 


From the “ Hongkong Daily Press” 
rrrespondent, . 
Manila, 15th October. 

Still another Hengkong exile-has mado 
himself famous and won a pago in the 
short history of. the Republica Filipina, 
Among the many. natives who escaped to 
Hongkong during the turbulent times 
preceding the war was one Leyba, He 
comes of good family and devoted himself 
study, of English ; incidentally he 
became well-known in athletics. In answer 
to the cali of his.General, he returned to 
Tune 23rd and was given a 
tenant's, commission. Before the Ameri 
cans took Manila uccessful work at 
Paranaque and Pampanga won him 
advancement to the rank of Major. 
In this capacity. he was placed’ in 
charge of the captared steamer Filipinas, 
about “September 19th, and sent. to 
attack the cities at the extreme norh of 
Luzon. This portion of the island has 
never been under Spanish control, except 
a narrow strip along the coast. When the 
U.S.S. Raleigh visited this country some 
three week« ago the peuple were not aware 
that Manila. had fallen; they flew the 
Philippine flag but did not even know the 
American colours. The. expedition was 
very successful. In Leyba's report to 
Aguinaldo he mentions the capture of 124 
friars and lay brothers, many Spanish 
soldiers with their arms and property, and 
silver and valuables to the amount of 
$800,000. The district of Cagayan is now 
completely under the control of the Insur- 
gents. But while successful in the North, 
as been quite different almost in the 
vicinity of Aguinaldo’s stronghold at 
Mais AF 

Just north of Pampanga province. the 
natives: have been giving Aguinaldo’s 
soldiers. more, work; than. they, can attend. 
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to.-They -have never recognised 
General and still remain loyal to their old 
masters. When the Spanish fought there 
these natives fought with them and when 
defeated they withdrew to the mountains 
and outlying country. They have refuse: 
to pay any taxes or to recognise the Re- 
public in any. way. Many Philippinos 
travelling through their district have been 
taken prisoners, and they have driven the 
people out of the surrounding towns. -This 
week an engagement occurred between 
these people and the Republic's soldiers in 
which the latter were considerably worsted. 
It is roported thata large force has been 
sent out to put down the offenders. 

It is safe to say that the Philippine 
Congress is not missing any —oppor- 
tunity of collecting taxes or overlook- 
ing any district. “Yet the natives do 
not seem to complain and as far as I 
have been able to find out the spirit of 
the country is not Innguishing in the least; 
it is increasing if there is any change at all. 
‘The interior is gradually being cultivated 
again and while there is very little money 
in circulation the taxes come in, in the 














form of rice, sugar, and other producrs, : 


Yesterday I visited Malolos and it was 


evident that a big haul had been made , 


somewhere. Perhups it came from Aparri 


‘and Cagayan, but I was unable to find out. , 
‘At any rate, several bullock carts were | 


cd in bringing up wicker sacks from 
the vicinity of the railroad, and each of 
the sucks contained $1,000. 

As time wears on and the decision of the 
Paris Conference is still unknown all sorts 
of rumours spring up and many find people 
tho give them credit. ‘The principal topic 
last night was this. One of these private 
telegrams” had been received, sub 705d of 
course, which stated that the ‘work of the 
conference was completed. The Cuban 
and Porto Rico questions were satisfactorily 
settled and Spain was to rotain the Phil 
nes and grant many reforms.

American papers and quotes them freely. 
Day by day the tone of the articles leans 
more and more towards absolute indepen- 

* dence, while the protectorate of the United 
States shrinks in importance. 

In an interview held yesterday with two 
ofiicials who stand very close to the 
President I was given to understand that 
nothing but independence would be ac- 
ceptable to the people. ‘Their tone, while

for the future, Their names I have been 
asked to keep secret, but I expect before 
long, if the present tendency survives, 
that the bond of secrecy will be lifted 
without any objection. ‘This attitude is 
very contrary: to any that Aguinaldo hay 
ever expressed ; as a matter of fact he has 
always studiously avoided such suggestions 
of feeling. .

The Mount 
Tabor, it appears, was bound from Iloilo 
in the Philippines to Liverpool. her eargo 
consisting chrefly of sugar and yarn, Bo- 
ides these, she had some half a dozen 
passengers on board, Spaniards who were 
leaving after the war at Manila, and 
. who had all their belongings with them, 
jand a crew of twenty-nine hands. All 
| went well till they approached Socotra, 
[fortnight ago, when in the early morning, 
| the vessel being about five miles off the 
{ coast, the look-out noticed smoke issuing 
from’ the forecastle, and flames burst out 
immediately after. ‘The alarm was gi 
‘at once and streams of water kept playin; 
at the seat of the fire, but nothing coul 
be done to put it out. The fire spread 
rapidly, and the crew took it by turns 
ing a day and a night, but without 
Tn the end the iron deck plates 
became red-hot, so that it was impossible 
remain longer on board. Accordingly, 
the Ouptain decided to abandon the vessel. 
‘The four ship's boats were lowered, and

‘THE JUDOMENT. 


Under the above heading we recently 
published long reports incidental to the 
suit of the Bank against Wai Pow-keo, 
and Woo Chee-dong, wealthy Chinese 
merchants, in, respect of unpaid calls 
on shares in the Bank, which hnd proved 
tunsucoessful. At the Court which was held 
at the Bureau of Foreign Affairs Bubbling 
Well Rood, Mr. A. P. Stokes and Mr. J. C. 
Hanson represented. the plaintiff company 
and Mr. 'f. R. Jernigan defended. 

The Taotai of Shanghai has given judg- 
mont in the wxttor as.follow 

‘This is o case in which the defendants 
refused to pay extra calls on their shares 
in the above named Bank, in consequence 
of which I, the Tnotai of Shaughai, heard 
the case in accordance with Treaty, at 
the Bureau of Foreign Affairs, with Mr. 
Brenan, H.B.M. Consul-General, at Shang. 
hai, on the Bench sitting as’ Assessor. 
Accordingly on the 13th day of the 7th 
moon of the present year (29th of August, 
1898) I had assembled before me, at 
the above-named place the plaintiffs and 
defendants to this case, with regard 
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to the: hearing of the exidence of which 


there were repeated sittings of the Court, 
the pleadings and arguments having been 
made by Mr. Hanson and Mr. Stokes on. 
behalf of the plaintiff-Bank.and-Mr.-Jerni- 
gan on behalf of the defendants. 

I find that the most important principle 
involved in this case is as to what law 
should be applied in giving’ judgment 
thereon, and whether the special agree- 
ment made between’ the plaintiffs and the 
defendants should be binding upon the 
said‘defendants. I now find that there is 
a clause in this special agreement,in which 
it is stated that in the event of any disputes, 
arising betweon the plaintiffs and defen- 
dants the said defendants declare their 

illingness to abide by the laws of Great 
in. In Article 2, clause 3 of the 
Chefoo Convention there is the: state- 
menf ‘that in trying cpses involving the 
interosts of subjects of the two nations, 
as tho laws of the two countries differ 
from. each . other, the laws’ governing 
said cases shall be those of the country 
to Which the defendants:, belong, and 
that the’ officials of the two cbuntri 
















It id therefore evident that in determining, | 
the ‘procedure governing - cases involving 
the ‘subjects of the two countries the.res- 
pective goveroments have. already. agreed 
to the manner in which such should be 
tried nd therefore. no -deviation froin 
said instructions is permissible. M-reover, 
we have it clearly set forth in the treaties 
that British subjects in China are amenable’) 
only. to’ the laws of Great Britain; bus 
whatever Treaties or Conventions there 
maybe ‘extant none of thiem declare that 
Chinéée etihjects are riot to,he governed by 
the lawaof their own country. All subjects 
of China within ‘tho, houndaries of this 
Empire sire therefore-governed,and subject 
to the lene of China, Without, therefore, 
going to any other question, one thing

Anderson and Haskell had made a.survey. 
of certain goods on which a dispute had 
arisen and adjudicated in his behalf until 
‘February 1894. It was untrue that he 
discussed the matter with Mr. Fobes in 
Deceinber 1893 and complained. that the 
allowance made was too large.-. He did not 
say to defendant that he preferred to keep 
the goods nor did the Jast-named say he| 
wonld cancel the agreement or take the 
goods subject to. the allowance. . They did 
hot mutually agree on or about December 
22nd 1893 to cancel. the contract. He 





did nat subsequently on.the advice of Mr. 


Forbes cancel the contract and hold the 
goods himself.
